PROVISIONAL  GOVERNMENT 

MAKES  APPEAL  TO  PEOPLE 


Convocation  of  Constitutional  Assembly  Promised 
for  Near  Future — Ultimate  Form  of  Govern- 
ment Said  to  Depend  on  Nature  of  Army's  Recep- 
tion of  Manifesto  Issued  by  Duma. 


PETROGRAD,  March  IT.— Unless  im- 
probable events  occur,  Russia  has  today 
become  a  republic.  The  outcome  de- 
pends on  how  the  manifesto  of  the  new 
Government  1b  received  by  the  six  mil- 
lion soldiers  at  the.  front. 

PETROGRAD.  March  1«. — Emperor 
Nicholas  abdicated  at  midnight  last 
night  on  behalf  of  himself  and  the  heir 
apparent,  Orand  Duke  Alexis,  in  favor 
of  Grand  Duke  Michael  Alexandrovltch, 

At  2:30  o'clock  this  afternoon,  Grand 
Xhike  Michael  himself  abdicated. 

Till  Government,  pending'  a  meeting  of 

the  constitutional  assembly,  is  vested  in 
the  executive  commits*  of  the  Duma 
and  the  newly  chosen  Council  of  Minis-, 
ters.  A  manifesto  to  this  effect  was 
Issued  by  the  Duma  committee  today, 
and  It  will  be  telegraphed  to  the  general 
army  headquarters  this  evening. 

LONDON.  March  17.— A  Ranter's 
Petrograd  dispatch  says  that  prior  to 
his  abdication,  the  Russian  Emperor 
transferred  the  supreme  command  of 
the  Russian  armies  to  the  Grand  Duke 
Nicholas. 

Appeal  to  People 

LONDON,  March  16. — The  Provisional 
Government  in  Russia  has  issued  the 
following  appeal  to  the  people,  accord- 
ing to  Reuter's  Petrograd  correspon- 
dent: 

"Cltlsens:  The  executive  committee 
of  the  Duma,  with  the  aid  and  support 
of  the  garrison  of  the  capital  and  its 
habitants,  has  succeeded  In  triumphing 
over  the  obnoxious  forces  of  the  old 
regime  in  such  a  manner  that  we  are 
able  to  proceed  to  a  more  stable  organ- 
isation of  the  executive  power  with  men 
whose  past  political  activity  assures 
them  the  country's  confidence.  The 
new  cabinet  will  base  its  policy  on  the 
following   principles: 

"First — An  Immediate  general  am- 
nesty for  all  political  and  religious  of- 
fences. Including  terrorist  acts  and  mili- 
tary and  agrarian  offences. 

"Second — Liberty  of  speech  and  of  the 
pre**;  freedom  for  alliances,  unions  and 
•striken,  with  the  extension  of  these 
liberties  to  military  officials  within  the 
limits  admitted  by  military  require- 
ments. 

•  "Third — Abolition  of  all  social,  relig- 
ious and  national  restrictions. 

"Fourth — To  proceed  forthwith  to  the 
preparation  and  convocation  of  a  consti- 
tutional aasembly  based  on  universal 
wuffrage,  which  will  establish  a  govern- 
mental regime. 

"Fifth — The  substitution  of  the  police 
by  a  national  militia,  with  chiefs  to  bo 
eiected  and  responsible  to  the  Govern- 
ment. 

"Sixth — Communal  elections  to  be 
based  on  universal  suffrage. 

"Seventh— The  troops  which  partici- 
pated In  the  revolutionary  movements 
■will  not  be  disarmed,  but  will  remain 
in  Petrograd. 

"Eighth — While  maintaining  strict 
military  discipline  for  troops  on  active 
service,  It  Is  desirable  to  abrogate  for 
soldiers  all  restrictions  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  social  rights  accorded  other 
cltlxens. 

"The  Provisional  Government  desires 
to  add  that  It  has  no  intention  to  profit 
by  the  circumstances  of  the  war  to  de- 
lay the  realization  of  measures  above 
mentioned." 

Business  Besomed  " 

Telegraphing  from  Petrograd  Friday 
afternoon.   Reuter's  correspondent  says: 

"The  atate  bank  and  all  the  private 
banks  reopened  today.  'Stringent  or- 
ders have  been  issued  for  the  re-arrest 
of  several  criminals  who  escaped  dur- 
ing the  liberation  of  political  prisoners. 

"Some  of  them,  disguised  as  soldiers, 
have  been  pillaging  private  houses  and 
threatening  their  occupants.  Official 
orders  have  been  issued  that  the 
criminals  are  to  be  shot  on  sight  if 
they  offer  resistance  to  arrest.  Gen- 
uine patrols  and  search  parties  are 
wearing  distinguishing  signs,  and  also 
carry  written  authorisations. 
Order  Scattered 

PETBOORAD.  March  !«.  —  Today 
Russia  appeared  to  be  In  fair  way  to- 
ward solving  the  greatest  problem  with 
which,  perhaps,  any  nation  was  ever 
confronted.  Order  is  growing  with  In- 
credible rapidity  out  of  the  chuos  of 
the  lest  week,  and  the  new  government, 
gathering  up  the  broken  threads  of  na- 
tional municipal  life.  Is  striving  to 
net  the  organisation  of  the  country  In 
motion  so  that  the  conduct  of  the  war 
will  suffer  as  little  as  possible  from 
the  revolution.  The  members  of  the 
new  ministry  already  have  assumed 
their  positions,  and  the  government 
buildings,  empty  and  deserted  for  four 
days,  are  again  open  for  official  bus- 
iness. The  banks,  all  the  commercial 
and  financial  Institutions,  and  some  of 
the  factories  already  have  responded  to 
the  new  government's  appeal,  opened 
their  doors  and  expressed  a  willingness 
to  do  everything  In  their  power  to  ef- 
fect as  quick  a  recovery  as  possible 
from  the  paralysis  of  the  last  week. 
The  soldier-policemen  are  guarding  the 
streets  In   place  of  the  old   gendarmes.

According  to  the  latest  information,  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Duma  and  tha

Afraid  of  PratopepoeT 
LONDON,  March  16. — From  an  author- 
ity close  la  touch  with  Russian  official 
circles.  It  Is  understood,  says  the  Reuter 
correspondent  at  Copenhagen,  that  the 
revolution  originated  rather  with  the  pro- 
gressive members  of  the  Dcms  than  with 
the  people.  This  probably  was  because  the 
progressives  were  convinced  that  the 
hated  Minister  of  the  Interior,  M.  Proto- 
pop'off,  was  about  to, make  himself  dicta- 
tor, and  thus  the  last  hope  of  regulating 
foodstuffs  and  carrying  out  other  reforms 
in  the  way  desired  by  the  progressives 
would   disappear. 


Revolution  Is  Acclaimed  In 
Moscow,  Kharkon  and  Other 
Centres — «Much  Excitement, 
but  Little  Disorder. 


MOSCOW,  March  16.— The  greatest 
enthusiasm  has  prevailed  here  since 
March  11.  Thousands  of  persons  have 
marched  the  streets  and  packed  the 
squares  cheering  for  the  revolution. 
The  troops  and  students  have  been  en- 
rolled by  the  defence  committee.  Per- 
fect order  has  been  maintained.  A 
thousand  members  of  the  police  force 
have  been  arrested  and  are  confined  in 
the  town  hall.  The  jails  have  been 
opened  and  prisoners  liberated.  The 
Kremlin,  the  arsenal  and  all  public 
utilities  have  been  taken  over  by  the 
revolutionists. 

SARATOV,  Russia.  March  16: — A 
public  safety*  committee  is  in  control 
of  affairs  here.  The  governor  escaped, 
but  the  police  submitted  to  the  revlou- 
tlonists. 

TSAR1TSYN*.  Government  of  Saratov, 
Russia,  March  16.— At  the  town  hall 
and  the  bourse  revolutionary  commit- 
tees have  been  organized,  backed  up  by 
the  troops.  Dispatches  have  been  sent 
to  the  Duma  committee  in  Petrograd  as- 
suring it  of  the  allegiance  of  the  peo- 
ple here.  Newspapers  are  printing  all 
the  news. 

KHARKOV,  Russia,  March  16.— The 
population  of  Kharkov  is  supporting  the 
new  Government  fully.  There  Is  great 
excitement  here,  but  no  disorders  have 
occurred. 


Hundreds  of  messages  have  been  received 
from  all  over  tha  country  declaring  the 
allegiance  of  Important  cities  and 
tnrtries—  te  the  new  regime.

Military  and  Civil  Forces  Under 
Control  of  Duma  Suppress- 
ing All  Counter-Revolution 
Elements  in  Capital, 


LONDON.  March  16. — Reuter's  corres- 
pondent, telegraphing  from  Petrograd 
under  date  of  March    15,  says: 

"Late  tonight  some  shooting  is  still 
heard  in  the  capital,  as  concealed  po- 
lice reveal  their  whereabouts  by  open- 
ing fire  from  tho  roofs  of  houses.  A 
rigorous  search  is  going  on,  and  the 
police  when  found  are  given  short 
shrift. 

"Large  parties  of  Cossacks  are  riding 
through  the  streets  singing  national 
songs.  There  are  processions  of  all 
kinds — military,  naval  and  civilian. 

"Masses  of  soldiers  and  others  dally 
gather  around  the  Duma  building,  where 
remarkable  scenes  are  taking  place.  The 
lobby  seeths  with  earnest  colloquies  and 
mob  oratory,  mingled)  with  calls  for  pa- 
triotic work  and  self-sacrifice,  or  with 
denunciations.  At  one  end  of  the  lobby 
Is  a  rampart  of  sacks  of  flour.  In  here 
are  piled  boxes  of  cartridges,  and  a  half 
dosen  soldiers  He  asleep  there.  Table 
after  table  Is  surrounded  by  students 
and  soldiers,  busy  keeping  records. 

"Among  visitors  to  the  Journalist*' 
room  has  boon  the  white-bearded  Lo> 
patlne.  a  member  of  the  old  society  of 
'People's  Will,'  who  for  twenty  years 
has  been  In  the  bchlusaelburg  prison, 
and  only  now  bag  been  able  to  return 
to  Petrograd."'

LONDON,  March  17.— An  air  raid 
on  the  southeastern  counties  of  Eng- 
land took  place  last  night  and  was 
still  In  progress  early  this  morning, 
according  to  an  official  communica- 
tion issued  at  12:30  a.  m.  Bombs 
were  dropped  in  Kent. 
The  official  statement  says: 
"Hostile  airships  attacked  the 
southeastern  counties  last  night. 
Bombs  have  been  dropped  in  the 
County  of  Kent.  The  raid  is  still  in 
progress.  A  further  communication 
will   be   issued  during   the  morning."

New  Russian  Minister  of  Jus- 
tice Says  Political  Amnesty 
Will  Be  Granted — Former 
Ministers  'Prosecuted, 


OTTAWA,  March  16.— The  voluntary 
enlistment  of  60,000  men  in  the  militia 
forces    of    Canada,    to      release    a    like 

number  of  overseas  troops  for  active 
service,  Is  the  general  plan  of  the 
military  authorities  to  increase  Can- 
ada's fighting  force  in  Prance  and  at 
the  same  time  provide  an  adequate 
force  for  purposes  of  home  defence. 
The  details  of  the  plan,  which  have 
been  maturing  for  some  -weeks  past, 
were  announced  tonight  by  Sir  Ed- 
ward Kemp,  Minister  of  Militia,  who 
emphasized  the  fact  that  the  scheme 
does  not  involve  conscription  in  any 
form. 

Tho  working  out  of  the  details  of  the 
ftpme  defence  proposals  will  be  left 
mrgely  to  Col.  C.  Newburn,  of  Hamil- 
ton, who  has  been  g*»tl>  the  ronk  of 
major-general,  and  the  officers  of  the 
headquarters   staff. 

During  March  .staffs  will  be  organ- 
lied,  and  the  men  who  enllBt  in  April 
will  be  trained  two  evenings  and  one 
afternoon  a  week.  They  will  receive 
fifty  cents  every  time  they  parade.  In 
May  the  homo  guard  forces  will  bo 
sent  to  camp  for  the  Summer.  They 
will  receive  $1  a  day,  or  ten  cents  less 
than  members  of  the  overseas  forces, 
'while  the  separation  allowance  for  mar- 
ried men  will  be  SI 8  a  month,  or  $2 
a  month  less  than  In  the  case  of  men 
who    join    the    expcdltlonnry    force. 

Sir  Edward  Kemp  states  that  It  had 
been  decided  to  confine  the  enlistments 
to  men  between  the  ages  of  18  and  4D, 
boi-auHc  older  men  cannot  stand  tho 
strain  of  military  training.  Both  In- 
fantry nnd  artillery  forces  will  be 
raised,  the  old  militia  names  of  regi- 
ments adhered  to.  In  the  case  of  men 
engaged  In  the  making  of  munitions, 
local  tribunals  will  be  established  to 
decide  whether  or  not  they  should  be 
permitted  to  enlist.

DEBATE  STILL 


Four  Members  Heard  Yester- 
ter  and  Others  on  Govern- 
ment Side  Seek  Opportunity 
to  Make  Maiden  Speeches, 


LONDON,  March  16.  —  Addressing 
thousands  of  soldiers  and  civilians  from 
the  gallery  of  the  lobby  of  the  Duma, 
Deputy  Kerenski,  the  new  Russian  Min- 
ister of  Justice,  says  a  Iteuter  dispatch 
from  .Petrograd  dated  today,  announced 
that  the  Provisional  Government  took 
office  by  virtue  of  an  agreement  with 
workmen's  and  soldiers'  delegates.  The 
council  of  these  delegates  approved  the 
agreement  by  several  hundred  votes  to 
fifteen.  Tho  first  act  of  the  new  Gov- 
ernment, M.  Kerenski  declared,  has  been 
the  Immediate  publication  of  a  decree  of 
full  amnesty.  Continuing,  the  dispatch 
adds,    the   Minister   of   Justice   said: 

"Our  comrades  of  the  second  and 
fourth  Dumas  who  were  banished  Il- 
legally to  the  tundras  of  Siberia  will 
be  released  forthwith.  »  In  my  Jurisdic- 
tion are  all  the  premiers  and  ministers 
of  the  old  regime.  They  will  answer 
before  the  law  for  all  crimes  against 
the  people."

The  speech  was  greeted  by  a  storm 
of  cheers.  The  labor  leader  Chkeidze, 
addressing  officers  and  soldiers  paid  a 
glowing  tribute  to  the  soldiers  and 
workingmen  who  had  participated  In'ac- 
complishing  the  revolution.  He  re- 
counted, the  dispatch  says,  the  recent 
provocative  efforts  of  the  secret  police 
in  publishing  proclamations  regarding 
the  murders  of  officers  by  soldiers.  He 
exhorted  the  soldiers  to  regard  their  of- 
ficers as  cltlsens  who  had  helped  to 
raise  the  revolutionary  flag  and  as 
brothers  in  the  great  cause  of  Russian 
liberty. 


AMERICAN  SHIPS 

SHOULD  BE  ARMED 

Cantata    of    Algeaaaie    Thiol..    His    Teasel 

Could    Have   Escaped    If   Oaa 

Mad  Boca  Carried 

LONDON,  March  1«.— "If  we  had  been 
armed,  I  dos't  believe  the  submarine 
would  have  got  us,"  said  Captain  Nord- 
btrg.  of  the  American  steamship  Algon- 
quin, sunk  by  a  German  submarine  on 
March  12.  In  an  interview  with  the  As- 
sociated Press  today.  Explaining  his 
reasons  for  this  opinion,  he  continued: 

"You  must  remember  that  we  sighted 
the  submarine  when  she  was  three 
miles  away  before  alio  opened  fire.  She 
was  not  submerged,  and  made  a  good 
tsrget.  If  wo  bad  carried  but  one  gun 
at  the  stern  of  the  Algonquin.  I  firmly 
believe  we  would  have  been  able  to  gl*e 
a   good   account  of  ourselves. 

''I  am  convinced  from  the  cautious- 
ness displayed  by  the  submarine  In  o<ir 
case  that  submarine;  commanders  are 
taking  no  chances"

was  customary  to  "hand  out  a  few  bou-

The  lack  of 
social  life  on  the  farm  was  chiefly  re- 
sponsible for  the  desire  shown  by  the 
young  people  to  get  away  from  agri- 
cultural life.  Perhaps  the  work  of  the 
rural  school  boards  in  drawing  atten- 
tion to  the  exlstlntr  state  of  affairs  had 
created  a  public  sejnliment  In  favor  of 
more  practical  methods  of  •  education, 
especially  as  it  afTects  the  agricultural 
Industry. 

Land  Settlement 

On  the  question  of  land  settlement 
the  member  for  Chilllwack  stated 
up  to  date  the  only  Intelligent  and  prac- 
tical efforts  had  been  made  by  private 
companies.  In  many  Instances  the  com- 
panies, especially  those  irrigation  con- 
cerns in  the  dry  belt,  had  suffered  dif- 
ficulties, it  was  the  Government's 
duty  to  undertake  such  schemes  as 
would  put  the  land  in  suitable  condi- 
tion for  the  settler  to  move  upon  It. 
He  referred  to  the  Kraser  Valley, 
where  a  30,000-acre  block  could  easily 
be  reclaimed.  TJiere  were  about  12,000 
acres  of  Crown  lands  there,  and  with  a 
proper  dyking  system  some  20,000  acres 
of  private  land  would  be  added  to  the 
productive  area  in  the  Sumaa  prairie. 
He  believed  it  was  possible  to  sell  the 
Crown  holdings  and  froth  the  proceeds 
pay  the  whole  cost  of  reclamation  and 
the  Province  could  be  recouped  by  a 
low  levy  per  acre.  It  was  not  suffi- 
cient to  open  the  land  for  settlement. 
It  was  necessary  to  show  the  settler 
how  to  farm.  A  system  of  demonstra- 
tion farms  which  would  carry  greater 
conviction  to  the  actual  producer  than 
would  the  experimental  farms..  In- 
creased production  would  come  because 
of  the  efforts  from  the  small  farmer, 
the  man  who  was  struggling  to  make 
good.  It  was  necessary  that  that  class 
be  shown  It  was  to  their  interest  to 
stay   on    the   land. 

Farmers'   Institutes 

Mr.  Barrow  expressed  the  belief  that 
the  Farmers'  Institutes  were  not  doing 
any  Important  work,  were  not  getting 
into  sctual  touch  with  the  small  farmer. 
He  referred  to  the  necessity*  of  supply- 
ing stumping  powder  to  the  farmers  at 
cost,  and  claimed  there  was  too  great  a 
waste  between  the  producer  and  con- 
sumer.

LONDON,  March  If.— Viscount  Mll- 
ner's  recent  mission  to  Russia.  ac- 
cording to  The  Manchester  Ouardlan.

"Sir  George  Buchanan,  the  British 
Ambassador  at  Petrograd.  has  kept  his 
Government  -well  informed,  and  has 
been  throughout  a  staunch  supporter 
of  the  Duma  nnd  tho  Liberal  element. 
It  Is  said  Lord  MUner  urged  the  Em- 
peror to  appoint  a.  ministry  re- 
sponsible to  Parliament.  although 
this  was  more  than  the  Duma 
had  asked  for.  The  Emperor  re- 
jected tho  proposal,  as  it  did  not 
harmonize  with  Russian  Institutions 
and  could  not  be  worked  by  so  political- 
ly   unripe   a   population. 

I,orrt  Milncr  then  proposed  that  tho 
Emperor  appoint  a  ministry  acceptable 
to  the  Duma,  suggesting  Serglus  Saxo- 
noff  (now  Ambassador  to  London)  for 
Premier  and  Foreign  Secretary.  This 
proposal  also  .was  rejected.  Lord  MU- 
ner made  other  suggestions,  and  also 
held  conferences  with  various  leaders 
of  Russian  opinion  In  the  hope  of 
working  out  some  scheme  that  would 
avert  a  revolutionary  outbreak.  Every 
effort  was  shattered  by  the  obduracy 
of  the  Emperor. 

"It  is  notable  that  the  outbreak 
promptly  followed  Lord  Mllner's  re- 
turn from  Russia.

'  IN  REVOLFnON 


Rapidity  of  Movement  and 
Quelling  of  Disorder  Largely 
Due  to  Work  of  Cossacks 
and  Guard  Regiments. 


PKTKOGRAD,  March  15,  via  liondon, 
March  16. — Precisely  one  week  ago 
peaceful  street  demonstrations,  at  first 
largely  composed  of  women  and  chil- 
dren, were  made  In  protest  against  the 
Inadequate  supply  of  black  bread.  The 
police,  unable  to  cope  with  the  move- 
ment, which  they  felt  bound  to  crush 
by  the  usual  police  methods,  called  In 
the  aid   of   Cossacks. 

The  workmen,  who  had  held  aloof 
from  overt  demonatratlona  as  organised 
bodies,  and  who  were  at  first  represent- 
ed only  by  the  younger  and  more  ir- 
responsible worklngmen,  were  enraged 
at  the  rough  treatment  of  their  women 
and  children  by  the  police,  and  were 
encouraged  by  the  obvloua  reluctance' 
of  the  Cossacks  and  the  soldiers  gen- 
erally to  hack  up  the  police  oppression. 
Finally,  the  Cossacks  turned  on  the 
police,  who  fled  before  them.  There 
was  a  pandemonium  of  Irregular  shoot- 
ing. 

Matters  were  not  Improved  by  the 
setting  at  liberty  of  political  prisoners 
•mil  criminals,  and  the  burning  of  pris- 
ons; on  the  whole,  however,  the  blood- 
shed compared  with  the  magnitude  of 
the  achievement   has   been   Infinitesimal. 

Regiment  after  regiment,  brought  in 
from  outside  the  capital,  promptly 
Joined  on  the  side  of  the  people,  and 
when  the  special  body  of  guards  known 
as  the  Imperial  Convoy  also  came  in, 
it  was  felt  that  the  old  regime  had 
fallen    Indeed. 

In  the  meantime  the  revolutionary 
parties  were  preaching  anarchy  In  all 
Its  forms,  and  the  rowdy  elements  of 
the  population  of  the  great  city  were 
busy  following  their  profeaalonal  in- 
stincts. # Happily,  the  worst  Incentive 
to  violence,  alcohol.  In  all  Its  forms, 
was  almost  unprocurable,  and  the  dis- 
ciplined sense  of  the  soldiery,  who 
formed  the  majority,  was  against  ex- 
cesses which  disgraced  what  was  now 
felt  to  be  the  great  sense  of  national 
freedom. 

M.  Rodzlanko,  at  the  head  of  the 
Duma  committee,  soon  Issued  common 
sense  orders  for  the  disarming  of  civ- 
ilians and  for  the  checking  of  revolu- 
tionary ,  manifestations.  The  soldiers 
and  the  people  themselves  put  a  atop 
to   looting. 

Throughout  the  city  a  careful  seareh 
was  made  for  stores  of  foodstuffs, 
which  were  promptly  put  on  sale.  The 
results  warranted  the  belief  that  un- 
scrupulous privateering  on  an  In- 
credible  scale  had   long  been  prevalent. 

At    the   present     moment     a     careful  I 
search    Is    being    made    for    higher    mili- 
tary  officers     and   other      functionaries 
who   are    being    induced    to    accept      the 
new  conditions  and   carry  on   their  pub- 
lic duties  or  undergo  arrest.  The  secre' 
police,  that   scourge  of  the  ItUBSian  na- 
tion,  whose   aervlce   is   despised   by   all. 
and    which    has    been      for   a    generation 
past    a    refuge    for    defaulters    and      de- 
tected   miscreants    of    all    other    public 
services,    are    being    shown      no    mercy.   ' 
The    ordinary    police    are    being    merely*' 
put   under  arrest. 


One  Result  of  Russian  Revo- 
lution Expected  by  Observ- 
ers In  London — Clearing  Out 
of  Pro-German  Element, 


LONDON,  March  16. — It  is  the  belief 
in  well-informed  circles  here  that 
the  provisional  Government  which  has 
been  set  up  in  Ilussia  will  be  able  to 
keep  the  upper  hand  In  maintaining  a 
policy  which  will  mean  the  uninter- 
ruptedly vigorous  prosecution  of  the 
war  to  a  victorious  end. 

The  overthrow  of  the  Casar  was  ex- 
pected, and  observers  here  are  con- 
fident that  the  Grand  Duke  as  regent 
will  hold  the  soKd  support  of  the  war 
party,  while  they  are  equally  sure  ot 
the  elimination  of  any  element  of  pro- 
German  taint. 

As  the  situation  is  explained,  the 
revolution  simply  means  that  German 
sympathizers  within  the  Russian  Gov- 
ernment have  been  overthrown, 
and  that  no  chance  remains  for 
a  separate  peace  being  secretly  ar- 
ranged with  Germany.  (  This,  It  la 
felt,  is  the  real  basts  of  the  revolution 
that  has  worked  such  a  sudden  chango 
in    Russian    politics. 

Military  leader's   action 

This  revolution,  which  has  been  on 
the  verge  of  boiling  over  for  months, 
reached  the  crisis  three  days  ago,  when 
the  military  leaders,  with  the  Duma 
behind  them,  started  outbreaks  in  Pet- 
rograd  and  Moscow.  It  Is  evident 
from  the  way  in  which  the  uprising 
was  conducted  that  it  had  been  care- 
fully   planned    and    skilfully    executed. 

•'After  it  got  under  way,"  says  a 
reliable  Informant,  "there  was  no  hes- 
itation of  movement  until  the  members 
of  the  military  party  were  masters  of 
the  situation.  The  details  of  what  oc- 
curred In  Petrograd  and  Moscow  are 
lacking,  but  enough  Is  known  to  show 
tbat  they  have  been  In  a  fever  of  rev- 
olution  for   three  days. 

"Dashes  of  troops  against  the  head- 
quarters of  pro-German  leaders,  with 
the  capture  of  Protopopoff  and  sturmer 
as  prisoners  of  war,  were  conspicuous 
features  of  the  revolution.  The 
houses  of  German  sympathisers  were 
bombarded  In  both  cities,  and  the  oc- 
cupants were  either  taken  captives  or 
forces  to  flee. 

"Now  that  the  military  party  Is  In 
control  the  situation  Is  said  to  be  set- 
tling down,  with  every  prospect  that 
the  aim  of  the  revolutionists  will  be 
accomplished." 

In  fact  the  situation  was  described 
last  night  as  being  "entirely  satisfac- 
tory.'* 


British  and  Russian  Forces 
Gain  Further  Successes — 
Enemy  Army  in  Serious  Dan- 
ger of  Being  Entrapped. 


LONDON.  March  16.— A  portion  of 
the  town  of  fiakuba,  on  the  right  bank 
of  the  Diala  river  about  30  miles  north- 
east of  Baghdad,  has  been  occupied  by 
British  troops,  it  was  announced  In  a 
report  received  today  from  Lieut. -Gen- 
eral Maude,  in  command  of  the  British 
forces  on   the  Tigris. 

The  Turkish  forces  continue  to  fall 
back  on  the   right   bank  of   the   Tigris. 


PETROGRAD,  March  1«.— Russian 
troops  have  dislodged  Turkish  troops 
from  their  fortified  positions  on  the 
summit  of  Narleshklan,  to  the  west  of 
Kermanshah.  in  Northwestern  Persia, 
says  a  statement  issued  today  by  the 
War    Office. 


Kay  Entrap 

LONDON,  March  !«.— Dispatches 
from  Petrograd  today,  delayed  for  sev- 
eral days  on  account  of  the  revolution 
which  has  been  in  progress  In  Russia, 
indicate  'that  the  position  -of  the  Turk- 
ish armies  in  Western  Persia  and  on 
the  Tigris',  north  of  Baghdad,  is  even 
more  perilous  than  had  been  supposed. 
The  envelopment  of  the  Ottoman  forces 
Is  now  a  strong  possibility. 

Following  the  capture  of  Kerman- 
shah the  troops  of  General  Barn  toil'  are 
continuing  their  smashing  advance  in 
the  direction   of   Sakkiz.

GUARDS  Aflldul 


Noted  Russian  Regiments  Give 
Hearty  Response  to  Appeal 
for  Their  Support — Last 
Warning  to  Czar, 


PLTROGRAD,  March  15.  via  London. 
March  l«. — One  of  the  most  impressive 
scenes  of  the  revolution  was  the  arrival 
of  the  Preobrajensky  Guards,  with  tbeli 
colonel  and  officers,  at  the  Tauns  pal- 
ace. The  men,  all  of  giant  stature,  were 
drawn  up  in  ranks  of  four  deep  the 
whole  length  of  the  enormous  Catherine 
Hall,  where  the  president  of  the  Duma 
had  come  to  greet  them.  * 

On  the  appearance  of  President  Rod- 
alanko,  the  colonel's  voice  rang  out: 
"Preobrajenskys,  attention!" 

The  whole  regiment  stood  at  ealute. 
Rodslanko  saluted    them   as   follows: 

"Soldiers  of  the  faith,  let  me  aa  an 
old  soldier  greet  you  according  to  our 
custom.     1  wish  you  good  health." 

"Your  Excellency!"  came  the  thunder- 
ous response. 

The  president  continued:         , 

"I  want  to  thank  you  for  coming  to 
the  help  of  the  members  of  the  Im- 
perial Duma  to  establish  order  and  safe- 
guard the  honor  and  glory  of  our  coun- 
try while  your  comrades  are  fighting  in 
tbe  trenches  for  the  might  and  majesty 
of  Russia.  I  am  proud  my  son  has  been 
serving  since  the  beginning  of  the  war 
in  your  gallant  ranks.  Return  quietly 
to  your  barracks  and  come  here  at  the 
first  call  when  you  may  be  required." 

"We  are  ready,"  answered  the  guards; 
"show   us  the  way." 

"The  old  authority  is  Incapable  of 
leading  Russia  the  right  way,"  was  the 
answer.  "Our  first  task  is  to  estab- 
lish a  new  authority,  which  we  all  be- 
lieve and  trust  will  be  able  to  save  and 
magnify   our    mother    Russia." 

The  soldiers  marched  out,  shouting, 
"Hurrah,   Rodzlanko." 

Rodzlanko  was  greeted  in  the  same 
manner  by  the  officers  and  men  of  the 
Grenadier  Guards  and  officers  and 
troopers  of  the  9th  Cavalry  Regiment. 
All  the  regiments  after  visiting  the 
Duma  returned  to  barracks  with  bandH 
playing  and  colors  flying  amid  the  en- 
thusiastic cheering  of  the  people. 
Warning    to    Oaar 

A  group  of  twenty-two  elected  mem- 
bers of  the  Upper  House,  including 
Gatchkoff,  Stakhouitch,  Prince  Truebet- 
skoi.  Professors  Vabsllloff,  Grimm,  and 
Vernadsky,  yesterday  addressed  the 
Czar  in  a  telegram,   in  which  they  said: 

"Maintenance  of  the  old  Government

tion of  Parliament  and  the  summoning 
of  a  person  enjoying  the  confidence  of 
the  nation  who  shall  form  a  new  Cab- 
inet capable  of  governing  the  country  in 
full  accord  with  the  representatives  of 
the  nation.  Unless  Tour  Majesty  Imme- 
diately complies  with  the  wishes  of  the 
moderate  element  of  influence  at  present 
exercised  by  the  provisional  committee 
of  the  Imperial  Duma,  it  will  pass 
wholesale  Into  the  hands  of  the  Social- 
ists, who  want  to  see  a  republic  estab- 
lished, but  who  nre  unable  to  institute 
any  kind  of  an  orderly  Government,  and 
must  Inevitably  precipitate  the  country 
into  anarchy  within  and  dtaanter  with- 
out."

It  navor  wu  explained  why  the  Grand 
Duke    Nicholas,    aplendld   aoldlar   aa   he 
was  acknowledged   to   be,    was    removed 
from  lila  poot  aa  commander-in-chief  of 
the  Russian  armies  and  aent.  to  the  Cau- 
casus   front.      Hia   place   waa    taken    by 
the    Czar,    concerning    whoae    military 
knowledge    very    little    waa    known    and 
wlioee   experience  aa  a  commanding  of- 
ficer   had    bean    of   a   negligible   charac- 
ter.    The  event*  of  the  paat  few   daya 
aerve  to  explain  thia  change.     The  army 
held    Nicholas    in    the    highest    esteem. 
He  .waa    essentially    a    man    of    action, 
and     the     tactics     which .   he     puraued 
Memed  likely   to  be  crowned   with  suc- 
cess.    After  hia  place  waa  taken  by  the 
Char    periods    of    Inaction  and  activity 
alternated    and    the   former    almost    al 
waya  synchronized  with  offensive  move 
ments     by     the     Entente     Powers     else- 
where,  and  thua  the  Germans  were  able 
to  detach  troops  from  the  Eastern  front 
to  .stiffen    their  lines  where   they  were 
being  attacked  in  France  and  elsewhere. 
It  la  not  necessary  to  assume  that  tho 
Czar  was  conscious  of  the  fact  that  he 
was    playing    Into    the    handa    of    Ger- 
many,   but    it   aeems    probable    that    he 
was   persuaded   by   his   pro-German   en- 
tourage  to   pursue   the   vacillating   tac- 
tics   which  •  have    marked    the    Russian 
campaign    ever    since    the    Grand  Duke 
was  relieved  of  hia  command.     The  re- 
markable   advances   of   General    Bruail- 
loff    were    alwaya    halted    when    appar- 
ently  on    the  eve   of   complete    success. 
Tfte  defence   of   Roumania  was  carried 
on  in  a  half-hearted   manner,  and  the 
noteworthy   success   lately   achieved   in 
the  Riga  region  stopped  juat  when  the 
expected  reaulta  seemed  on  the  point  of 
realization.     Even  the  remarkable  prog- 
ress   which    the    Grand    Duke    made    in 
Armenia,   which  seemed  to   promise  an 
early    capture    of    Constantinople,    waa 
arrested,  and  what  seemed  like  a  high- 
ly   successful    campaign''  assumed    the 
nature  of  a  stalemate.    All  peraona  who 
followed  the  progress  of  the  war  at  all 
critically    found    themselves    compelled 
to  gloss  over  these  unexplained  fallurea 
of  our  Ally. 

The  ex-Czar  never  waa  a  strong  man 
from  an  Intellectual  point  of  view,  and 
inatances  might  easily  be  recalled  when 
he  exhibited  a  lack  of  ordinary  personal 
courage.  That  he  was  always  actuated 
by  good  motives  seen™  beyond  a  doubt, 
but  his  whole  disposition  is  apparently 
that  of  a  man  easily  Impressed  by  those 
who  are  able  to  gain  his  confidence. 
His  course  during  the  present  crisis 
proves  him  to  be  weak,  for  if  ever-  a 
ruler  had  an  opportunity  of  rising  to  a 
position  of  true  greatness,  he  had  and 
loat  it.  There  was  no  public  animosity 
towards  him  up  to  the  time  when  he 
foolishly  dissolved  the  Duma.  Such  an 
act  at  Buch  a  time,  utterly  out  of  keep- 
ing with  hia  former  record,  made  it  aa 
clear  as  the  sun  at  noonday  that  the 
pro-German  Influences  surrounding  him 
had  gained  the  upper  hand  and  that  he 
had  become  a  mere  tool  In  the  hands 
of  Russia's  enemies.  Fortunately  for 
Russia  and  the  cause  with  which  she 
baa  been  identified,  the  leaders  of  the 
progressive  party  realised  the  nature 
of  the  altuution  that  had  arisen  and  act- 
ed with  the  utmost  promptness  in  meet- 
ing it. 

Yesterday's  dispatches  do  not  indi- 
cate with  certainty  what  will  be  the 
course  of  events.  As  far  as  has  been 
made  known  the  army  is  solidly,  or 
nearly  so,  behind  the  Duma,  and  if  this 
proves  to  be  the  case,  and  if  the  Grand 
Duke  Nicholas  assumes  supreme 
command,  a  vtry  vigorous  prosecution 
of  the  war  may  bo  looked  for.  The 
Grand  Duke  Michael,  who  was  named  as 
regent,  has  abdicated,  and  who  will  be 
the  highest  power  in  the  country  still 
remains  uncertain.  If  order  la  fully 
restored  In  the  course  of  a  day  or  two. 
which  at  present  seems  highly  probable, 
a  stronger  and  fully  united  Rusala  will 
face  the  Teutonic  enemies  of  civilisa- 
tion.

COWnWTATXO*    OP     MAR-POWER, 


Dr.  Mcintosh,  one  of  the  representa- 
tives of  Vancouver  in  the  Legislature 
In  his  speech  on  the  Address  made  a 
strong  appeal  to  the  Government  to 
take  such  steps  as  were  within  Its 
power  to  conserve  and  develop  the  man- 
power of  this  Province.  He  said,  among 
other  things,  that  of  the  men  who  had 
presented  themselves  for  active  ser- 
vice in  the  army  as  many  as  50  per 
cent  had  been  rejected  because 
of  unfitness  due  to  preventable 
causes.  This  is  a  very  startling 
statement.  If  it  were  stated  on 
equally  good  authority  that  60  per 
cent  of  the  hogs  kept  in  the  Province 
were  unfit  a  royal  commission  would 
be  appointed  to  investigate  the  matter 
and.  if  possible,  provide  a  remedy.  We 
have  in  Canada  all  manner  of  conserva- 
tion efforts,  but '  neglect  the  most  im- 
portant subject  of  all.  We  take  care  of 
everything  except  ourselves.  An  ab- 
surd notion  has  grown  up  that  it  is  a 
mark  of  effeminacy  to  seek  to  build 
up  a  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body,  and 
the  young  man  who  tries  to  live  ac- 
cording to  that  principle  Is  very  often 
regarded  as  more  or  less  of  a  molly- 
coddle. Out  In  thia  great  healthful 
land  there  Is  no  excuse  whatever  for 
developing  a  population  of  which  64 
per  cent  is  unlit  physically  for  strenu- 
ous  duties. 

Dr.  Mcintosh  did  not  confine  hlmBelf 
to  general  observations,  but  made  some 
statements  regarding  the  death  rate  in 
Victoria  and  Vancouver  which  call  ,for 
immediate  consideration.  We  had  not 
Imagined  that  conditions  justified  his 
representations  on  this  point  and  think 
what  he  said  ought  to  lead  the  Govern- 
ment  to   institute   an   inquiry.

A    SERIOUS    RUSIRES8 


While  It  Is  premature  to  say  that  all 
hope  of  averting  the  great  nation-wide 
strike  of  railway  employees  in  the 
United  States  must  be  abandoned,  the 
chances  of  settlement  are  not  good,  and 
if  they  do  not  Immediately  improve  the 
atrike  will  be  Inaugurated.  It  Is  not  to 
take  effect  all  at  once,  but  will  pro- 
ceed by  Instalments,  culminating  In 
what  Is  expected  to  be  a  complete  tie- 
up  at  the  end  of  five  days.  The  issue 
between  the  men  and  the  companies  Is 
an  eight-hour  day  'and  extra  pay  for 
overtime^  Coming  at  a  time  when  there 
is  a  great  congestion  of  freight  in  many 
parts  of  the  country,  and  export  trade, 
so  far  as  American  bottoma  are  con- 
cerned, has  been  largely  wiped  out.  the 
outcome  of  the  strike  cannot  be  re- 
garded otherwise  than  with  extreme  ap- 
prehension. The  food  situation  la  dis- 
quieting, not  because  there  are  not 
abundant  supplies  In  the  country,  but 
because  the  distribution  of  foodstuffs 
has  been  greatly  hampered.  From  every 
business  centre  In  the  United  Statea 
comes  a  cry  for  more  cars,  which  shows 
that  for  the  time  being,  at  least,  trans- 
portation facilities  are  not  adequate  to 
the  requirements  of  the  country.  If 
this  is  the  case  when  sll  the  railways 
have  been  operating  to  their  full  caps-' 
city,  we  may  perhaps  guess  at  but  can 
hardly  realise  bow  very  serious  a  situ- 
ation is  likely  to  be  created  if  sll  the 
roads  are  tied  up. 

That  the  companies  will  endeavor  to 
operate  may  be  assumed;  this  may  lead 
to  grave  disorders  and  the  country  will 
be  fortunate  If  they  era  not  accom- 
panied with  loss  of  life  and  destruction 
of  property.  President  Wilson  will  find 
himself  In  a  very  difficult   position. 


Answering  a  correspondent:  The  ex- 
Czarina  of  Russia  is  daughter  of  the 
Princess  Alice  of  Hesse,  who  was 
daughter  of  Queen  Victoria.  She 
is  the  same  in  descent  from  Her 
Majesty  as  Is  King  George'  and  the 
German  Kaiser.  The  Duchess  of  Con- 
naught  was  daughter  of  Prince  Fred- 
erick Charles  of  Prussia,  King  George 
is  cousin  of  the  ex-Cxar  because  their 
mothers  were  sisters,  daughters  of  the 
late   King   Christian    of   Denmark. 


Inquiry  has  brought  to  light  the  un- 
expected fact  that  illiteracy  is  Increas- 
ing in  the  states  of  New  Tork.  Penn- 
sylvania. Massachusetts,  Connecticut, 
Illinois  and  California,  and  yet  those 
commonwealtha  never  expended  as 
much  money  per  capita  on-  education 
as  they  do  now.

000,000  lbs.     The  speaker   thought   that 
the   telephone    was    to   some   extent   re- 
sponsible for  the  Increased  cost  of  liv- 
ing,  as   women    thoughtlessly    telephone 
for  little  things  which  are  delivered  in 
a    three-ton    truck.      Mayor    E.    G.    Pan- 
nell,  of  Ladysmith,  and  president  of  the 
Ladysmith    Retail     Merchants    Associa- 
tion,   spoke    on    the    half-holiday    ques- 
tion  and   thought    that    Ladysmith    was 
satisfied   with   the'  present  arrangement, 
but  a  few  amendments  might  be  made. 
Mr.  Pannell  bpoke  of  the  bright  outlook 
for  Ladysmith,  referring  to  the  reopen- 
ing  of   the  smelter   and   the   large   log- 
ging   camp    in    close    proximity    to    the 
city.      Tho    recent    settlement    with    the 
miners  at  Ladysmith   would  also   be  of 
great  assistance   to  the  city.     Mr.   Geo. 
S.   Hotrgham.   secretary  of  the  Nanaimo 
association,  said  that  the  future  of  the 
association    lay    in    co-operation    rather 
than  in  competition.     Mr.  Hougham  said 
that  the  success  of  the  meeting  was  far 
beyond  his  anticipations.  Mr.   1:.  Thomp- 
son, vice-president  of  the  Ladysmith  as- 
sociation,   emphasized    the    necessity    of 
teaching  the  people  economy.    As  an  In- 
stance,   he  said*  that  coal   oil   tins   cost 
the     manufacturer     30  cents     and   that 
these  and  all   tins  should  be  utilized  as 
much  as     possible.     He     thought     that 
cheaper   methods  of   putting   up   canned 
goods  would     have     to  be     found.      Mr. 
Thompson  then  explained  the  cheap  de- 
livery system  in  American  cities,  where 
It  was  done     by  one    company     on  the 
ticket  arrangement  which   was  a  great 
saving  In  comparison  to  the  system  now 
In   use  here.

Mr.  Vunderhoof  made  tho  claim  that 
the  lands  would  give,  a  net  return  of 
$1*3  an  acre  per  annum  over  the  wholo 
area,  and,  as  to  this  and  other  claims 
of  thane  who  .urged-  the  Government  to 
take  hold,  the  Government  should  sat» 
isfy  Itself  with  expert  Inquiry.  As  to 
t'.ie  security  for  the  expenditure,  Mr, 
V.vndcrhoof  said  it  would  be  at  least 
six  times  the  cost  of  the  work.  Th« 
value  of  his  farm  at  present  equalled 
ten  per  cent  of  the  oost.  The  lands 
would  be  available  at  onco  with  the  ex- 
ceptlon  of  the  lake  lands  which  would 
take  two  or  three  years  to  sweeten.

MUST  USE  LESS  PAPER 

Officers   of   Military   Forces   Here   Asked   to 
Encourage   Practice  of    Economy— 
High   Cost   Is 


The  increased  cost  of  paper  has 
prompted  the  Work  Point  military  au- 
thorities to  encourage  a  more  econ- 
omical use  of  it  In  the  future  among 
the  officers  and  men  under  their  con- 
trol. A  section  in  yesterday's  District 
Orders  reads: 

"Owing  to  the  increased  cost  of,  and 
lifflculty  in  obtaining,  certain  lines  of 
stationery,  and  especially  papers,  it  is 
necessary  that  strict  economy  should 
De  practiced  in  the  use  thereof  and  offi- 
cers concerned  are  requested  to  do  all 
In  their  power  with  that  end  In  view. 

"It  is  suggested  that,  for  correspond- 
ence, narrow  lines  be  adopted,  leaving 
a  double  line  between  paragraphs;  thla 
Militia  Order  will  give  an  Idea  of  the 
arrangement  proposed.  It  is  also  re- 
commended that  quarto  sheets  be  used. 
Where  a  letter  1b  too  long  and  would 
require  two  sheets  of  quarto  paper.  It 
would  be  better  to  use  one  sheet  of 
the  ordinary   foolscap   paper. 

"The  necessity  for  the  practice  of 
economy  during  the  war  will  be  shown 
when  It  is  stated  that  the  prlcea  of 
some  lines  of  papers  have  Increased  as 
much  as  200  per  cent  over  what  they 
were  in  the  Summer  of  1914.  TCven  at 
the  present  high  prices,  it  is  almost  im- 
possible to  obtain  certain  lines  of 
paper."

Much  Interesting  Information  con- 
cerning the  health  conditions  of  the 
Province  in  191C  is  contained  in  the 
annual  report  of  the  Provincial  Board 
Of  Health  submitted  to  the  Legislature 
yesterday  by  Dr.  H.  B.  Young,  health 
officer  of  the  Province.  It  will  doubt- 
less come -as  a  species  of  shock  to  those 
who  are  Jealous  of  the  reputation  of 
Victoria  aa  the  capital  aad  a  commer- 
cial leader  among  the  cities  of  British 
Columbia  to  find  that  the  health  au- 
thorities have  made  a  calculation  which 
puts  the  population  of  the  city  at  the 
end  of  191«  at  3«,510,  though  it  is  not 
clear  whether  only  the  white  population 
was  dealt  with.  The  population  of  the 
Province   is   placed   at   333,339. 

The  death  rate  per  thousand  of  popu- 
lation Is  placed  at  10.14  and  that  of 
Victoria  district  at  14.59.  A  mass  of 
detailed  Information  la  set  forth  In  the 
report,  covering  every  branch  of  the 
Health    Board's    activities. 

Pointing  to  tbe  fact  that  the  prob- 
lems which  present  themnslves  to  the 
Board  of  Health  from  year  to  year 
vary  only  In  degree  and  that  the  Im- 
portance to  the  community  at  large  of 
health  problems  In  general  Is  beginning 
to  be  better  recognised  by  those  par- 
ticularly Interested — the  average  citi- 
zen— the  report  states  that  the  depart- 
ment has  recognised  the  great  import- 
ance of  obtaining  and  maintaining  su- 
pervision of  conditions  incidental  to  the 
development  of  a  new  country  such  as 
Is  British  Columbia.  Legislation  bad 
been  Introduced  from  time  to  time  giv- 
ing the  board  power  to  oversee  works 
in  connection  with  railway  develop- 
ment, logging  and  canning  industries. 
Installation  of  water  and  sewerage  ays- 
terns.  Inspection  of  hospitals  and  espe- 
cially  medical   inspection   of  schools. 

The  health  of  the  Province  in  191« 
had  been  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 
There  had  been  during  the  past  two 
years  changes  in  what  might  be  styled 
the  routine  of  life  owing  to,  first,  a 
period  of  financial  depression  and,  sec- 
ondly, conditions  Incident  to  the  war. 
The  department  had  looked  for  results 
from  such  disorganization,  but  the  pub- 
lic have  adapted  themselves  to  the 
changed  conditions  and  there  had  not 
been,  with  the  exception  of  measles,  any 
marked  change  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from   infectious   diseases. 

Preventive    aCsasaros 

It  la  pointed  out  that  notification  of 
all  cases  of  Infectious  disease  Is  of 
prime  Importance.  To  secure  complete 
and  early  notification,  the  co-operation 
of  the  public  is  needed,  but  before  this 
can  be  secured  there  must  be  a  cam- 
paign of  education. 

The  report  touched  upon  the  Infantile 
paralysis  scare  In  the  early  part  of  last 
year.  It  stated  that  it  is  to  be  regret- 
ted that  the  public  press  gave  great 
prominence  to  this  matter  and  people 
became  unnecessarily  alarmed.  There 
seemed  to  be  only  one  idea  in  the  minds 
of  the  people,  that  was  the  terrible 
after  effects  of  the  disease.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  a  very  small  number  of 
cases  of  attacks  of  paralysis  resulted 
In  those  after  effects.  Demands  were 
made  on  health  authorities  all  over  the 
continent  that  immediate  action,  be 
taken.  Referring  to  tbe  vagaries  In 
the  appearance  In  different  localities  of 
this  disease  and  setting  forth  the  steps 
taken  by  the  Provincial  department  to 
safeguard  British  Columbia  from  an  in- 
vasion of  the  malady,  the  report  states 
that  some  few  cases  finally  appeared 
In  the  Provincf.  The  first  two  cases 
were  reported  from  Okanagan  Falls. 
These  were  followed  by  nine  cases  In 
Vancouver,  one  In  Kamloops,  two  In 
Steveston  (both  Japanese)  and  one  In 
Victoria,  a  total  of  fifteen  cases  for 
the  whole  Province,  with  but  one  fatal- 
ity,   a  child   at    Kamloops. 

While  pointing  out  that  the  number 
of  cases  of  tuberculosis  reported  dur- 
ing the  year  showed  a  smaller  number 
than  tbe  previous  report,  it  was  said 
tbis  did  not  Indicate  that  the  number 
of  cases  to  the  population  was  a  de- 
crease at  all.  The  population  had  de- 
creased, but  the  percentage  of  cases 
was,  if  anything,   greater. 

Stating  that  tuberculosis  is  a  pre- 
ventable disease  and  that  there  was  no 
lack  of  sympathy  or  money  when  need- 
ed to  treat  advanced  cases,  the  people 
were  waking  up  to  the  fact  that  the 
sanitarium  does  not  in  Itself  solve  the 
problem  and  that  very  little  will  be  ac- 
complished by  the  sanitarium  method 
unless  close  study  were  made  of  the 
needs  of  the  patient  who  had  not  reach- 
ed the  sanitarium  stage  and  of  the 
one  who  had  been  discharged  from  the 
sanitarium.  On  the  one  hand  every 
effort  must  be  made  to  arrest  It  In  its 
lnclplency,  to  keep  the  early  case  from 
needing  sanitarium  care.  On  the  other 
hsnd,  it  must  be  realised  the  task  was 
not  finished  when  the  patient  had  been 
discharged  from  the  sanitarium  as 
.  cured.

The  chief  sources  of  the  spread  of 
the  disease  were  given  aa  the  advanced 
Infectious  case  of  pulmonary  tuber  and 
infected  milk.  Reference  was  mads  to 
tbe  good  work  carried  on  In  Vancouver 
city  by  Dr.  Underbill  and  in  Victoria 
under  Alderman  A.  Peden.  It  is  pointed 
out  that  it  is  largely  an  economic  prob- 
lem, most  patients  eventually  becoming 
dependent,  and  tbe  present  system  of 
stopping  of  work  and  sending  men  to 
the  sanitarium  and  returning  them  bet- 
ter, worse  or  stationary  without  further 
systematic  supervision  is  not  producing

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The  establishment  of  special  dispen- 
saries for  the  treatment  of  patients  in 
all  stages  of  the  disease  without  in- 
terruption of  work,  and  without  limit 
to  time  for  the  length  of  treatment  Is 
urged,  the  continued  treatment,  small 
cost  thereof  and  saving  of '  wages  be- 
ing among  the  advantages  of  such 
treatment. 

The  number  of  cases  of  typhoid 
fever  showed  a  very  appreciable  Im- 
provement over  previous  years  due  to 
the  fact  that  railway  construction  was 
almost  nil.  There  were  seven  cases  of 
smallpox,  five  from  Nelson,  one  from 
Prince  Rupert  and  one  from  Mission, 
with    no   deaths. 

The  sixth  annual  report  of  the  san- 
itary department  gives  a  complete 
resume  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the 
fishing,  canning,  logging,  mining,  lum- 
bering, quarrying,  construction  and 
Industrial  works  of  the  Province.  Ow- 
ing to  the  smallness  of  the  staff  and 
lack  of  means  for  visiting  outlying 
points  not  more  than  50  per  cent  of 
the  field  could  be  covered.  In  all  426 
inspection  tripe  were  made. 

In  the  hospital  inspection  report 
which  does  not  cover  the  large  public 
hospitals  receiving  the  regular  per 
capita  grant,  as  these  are  under  the 
supervision  of  boards,  members  of 
which  represent  the  Government,  and 
refers  only  to  private  hospitals  and 
charitable  institutions,  receiving  oc- 
casional aid  from  the  public  puree,  It 
is  stated  that  conditions  generally  are 
satisfactory- 
Incorporated  In  the  report  ts  an  out- 
line of  the  work  of  medical  inspection 
in   the  public  schools.

The  population  of  the  Province 
based  on  the  attendance  of  children 
at  the  public  schools  is  given  aa  388,- 
380.  The  report  points  out'  that  it  is 
a  difficult  matter  to  ascertain  tbe  ac- 
tual number  of  residents  in  the  Prov- 
ince short  of  a  census,  and  even  thle 
latter  method  ia  unsatisfactory.  If  not 
actually  unreliable.  It  was  deemed 
best  to  base  the  calculation  on  the 
public  school  attendance.  The  whole 
school  attendance  of  the  Province  In 
1916  was  84,570.  In  Vancouver  and 
Victoria  and  South  Vancouver  the 
proportion  of  school  attendance  to 
population  has  been  taken  as  6H:  In 
the  remainder  of  the  Province  the 
basis  was  5%.  The  resultant  estimate 
is  given  below:

Mrs.  Frances  Langley,  wife  of  Chief 
of  Police  John  M.  Langley.  died  yes- 
terday at  the  Victoria  Private  Hospital.

TAX  EXEMPTION 

Municipalities    Make    Objertles    te    Claims 

ef   the   Pacine    Great    Baetern 

Railway 


At  yesterday  morning's  session  of  the 
executive  council  Hon  John  Oliver,  Min- 
ister of  Railways,  presented  some  data 
submitted  to  him  yesterday  at  a  con- 
ference with  Mayor  Vance  of  North 
Vancouver,  Reeve  Brldgman  and  Coun- 
cillor Loutet  of  Vancouver  District 
North,  and  Reeve  Hays  of  West  Vancou- 
ver, regarding  the  exemption  of  the 
Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway  from 
taxation.  The  deputation  argued  this 
worked  a  hardship  on  the  municipalities. 
At  present  there  Is  a  large  bonded  in- 
debtedness secured  by  the  whole  of  the 
taxable  lands  of  those  municipalities 
traversed  by  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern. 
Under  the  law  at  present  much  land  Is 
held  by  this  company  upon  which.  It 
claims,  taxes  are  not  collectable.  In 
North  Vancouver  the  company  owns 
fifty  acres  of  valuable  waterfrontage 
upon  which  the  city  cannot  collect 
taxes.  It  was  stated  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  that  under  the  arrangement  the 
railway  company  could  buy  up  large 
tracts  of  land  and  hold  them  from  tax- 
ation, thus  seriously  Interfering  with 
the  revenue  of  the  city. 

The  deputation  argued  that  now  was 
the  proper  time  for  the  Government  to 
go  Into  this  question.  It  pointed  out 
that  the  company  had  failed  to  make 
good  Its  agreements  with  the  Province, 
the  line  was  not  completed  and  was  not 
of  the  advantage  It  ought  to  be  by  this 
time  to  the  cltlsens.  In  light  of  this, 
members  of  the  deputation  thought,  the 
whole  situation  was  now  open  for  re- 
vision.

MINING  DISPUTE  PUT 
IIP  TO  LEGISLATURE 

•■■■BseBvaBaBBivMBaaBMa* 

Long  Standing  Contest  for 
Possession  of  Lands  in  the 
Cariboo  May  Be  Adjudicated 
Upon  by  Committee  of  House, 


The  Ward-Hopp  mining  dispute  came 
before  the  legislative  mining  committee 
yesterday  morning  and  If  the  commit- 
tee decides  to  hear  it,  will  prove  one  of 
the  most  contentious  private  arguments 
brought  before  a  House  committee  this 
session.  The  dispute  Is  a  very  well- 
known  one  In  mining  circles  and  has 
occupied  the  attention  of  the  Provincial 
executive,  Attorney-General,  eminent 
counsel    and    the    legislative   cpmmlttee. 

In  the  petition  presented  to  the 
House  committee  this  morning,  Mr.  R. 
T.  Ward  recited  that  between  1896  and 

1906  the  Cariboo  Gold  Mining  Company 
expended  $4,000,000  In  developing  prop- 
erties near  Quesnel  Forks.  A  further 
sum    of    $1,500,000     was    spent     between 

1907  and  1913.  Although  a  free  miner's 
certificate  of  the  company  lapsed  in 
1912,  such  did  not  apply  to  these  prop- 
erties, which  were  held  under  special 
statutes  of  1894  and  1896.  His  petition 
points  to  the  fact  that  the  Government 
accepted  the  sum  of  $80,000  In  lieu  of 
work  required  to  be  done  to  hold  the 
property  up  to  June,  1912.  He  himself 
bought  the  property  from  the  Cariboo 
Company,  which  was  said  to  be  a  sub- 
sidiary of  the  Guggenhelms,  on  October 
23.  1913,  which  was  about  the  time  this 
mining  company  ceased  operations  In 
British  Columbia. 

Mr.  Ward  claims  that  from  October 
17,  1913,  to  June,  1914,  he  spent  $17,000 
on  the  property  and  later  expended 
$23,000.  He  states  that  John  Hopp  and 
associates  restaked  the  property,  or  In 
other  words  "Jumped"  It,  on  November 
9,  1913.  allegedly  with  the  connivance 
of  Joseph  Eholt,  caretaker  and  em- 
ployee of  his. 

Briefly!  the  reply  of  Mr.  Hopp  is  that 
the  special  statutes  did  not  protect  the 
Cariboo  Company,  as  It  had  failed  to 
carry  out  the  work  required  under  the 
statutes  and.  In  any  event.  It  was  re- 
quired to  have  a  free  miner's  certificate 

The  matter  was  first  taken  before  the 
Provincial  Executive  In  1913,  when 
Hopp  applied  for  a  lease.  It  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Attorney-General,  who 
sent  It  to  the  Court  of  Appeal  for  a 
finding.  The  Court  of  Appeal  declined 
to  deal  with  the  matter,  whereupon  the 
Attorney-General  called  In  Mr.  E  V. 
Bodwell,  K.C..  and  heard  arguments. 
Mr.  Bodwell  gave  a  written  opinion  de- 
ciding that  In  law  Ward  was  not  en- 
titled to  relief.  Mr.  Hopp  was  there- 
fore  given  a  lease   by   the  Government. 

Mr.  Ward  petitioned  the  mining  com- 
mittee of  last  year  and  after  many  si|> 
slons  the  committee  majority  report 
went  against  him,  although  there  was  a 
strong  minority  Teport  in  his  favor.  On 
May  19,  1916,  Ward  issued  a  writ 
against  Hopp  and  associates  asking 
damages  for  conspiracy  to  deprive  him 
of  his  property.  This  action.  It  was 
stated  yesterday,  was  withdrawn  on 
Thursday. 

The  features  of  the  case  were  gone 
Into  at  length  yesterday  by  Mr.  H.  A. 
Maclean,  K.C.,  for  Hopp.  and  Mr.  W.  J. 
Taylor.  K.C..  for  Ward.  The  former 
argued  that  the  matter  was  a  question 
of  law  and  that  the  committee  should 
not  hear  It.  He  contended  that  the  Carl- 
boo  Company's  rights  had  lapsed  under 
the  189$  act  because  nothing  had  been 
done  by  It  since  1907  and  that  act  pro- 
vided for  a  lapsing  If  there  waa  no  work 
done  for  a  period  of  two  years,  and 
that  the  Government  had  no  right  to 
allow  them  fb  pay  money  In  lieu  of  do- 
ing work  unless  by  legislative  enact- 
ment. 

Mr.  Taylor  argued  at  length  that  the 
Government  had  allowed  the  Cariboo 
Company  and  Ward  to  pay  money  for 
an  extension  of  time  and  must  there- 
fore protect  Ward  In  his  rights  to  the 
property.  He  pointed  out  that  the  law 
firm  of  the  former  Attorney-General  had 
given  them  an  opinion  It  was  not  neces- 
sary for  them  to  have  a  free  miner's 
licence  In  order  te  hold  the  properties 
which  were  under  the  special  189$  act. 
The  committee  will  decide  on  Monday 
j  whether  It  will  hear  the  case  on  not.  -

Member  for  Fort  George  Has 
Caustic  Things  to  Say  About 
Measure  Permitting  Reser- 
vation of  Coal  and  Oil  Lands, 


On  account  of  the  measles  epidemic 
the  "Tot's  Welcome,"  in  charge  of  Com- 
pany No.  1,  has  been  closed  for  a  time 
but  will  shortly  reopen.  No.  3  Com- 
pany, or  the  sewing  company,  is  busily 
engaged  at  present  In  completing  the 
smocks  to  be  worn  by  the  gardeners.

That  the  bill  introduced  by  the  Min- 
ister of  Lands,  Hon.  T.  D.  PattuUo,  to 
amend  the  Coal  and  Petroleum  Act.  If 
passed  would  place  in  the  hands  of  the 
Lleutenant-Governor-in-Councll  powers 
far  in  excess  of  any  hitherto  held  and 
would  take  from  the  Legislature  Ita 
undoubted  right  to  regulate  such  Im- 
portant interests,  Mr.  W.  R.  Ross,  Con- 
servative member  for  Fort  George,  In 
the  debate  on  the  second  reading  of  the 
bill  yesteruay  in  the  Legislature,  as- 
serted that  in  the  drafting  of  the 
measure  all  the  pre-election  promises 
of  the  Liberals  as  outlined  in  their  va- 
rious party  platforms  were  repudiated. 
The  member  for  Fort  George  Inti- 
mated that  while  he  was  not  particu- 
larly Interested  in  the  platforms  of  that 
party  or  its  pre-election  promises,  he 
was  keenly  concerned  In  the  welfare  of 
the  prospectors  and  the  protection  as 
well  as  the  advancement  of  their  In- 
terests. He  stated  the  proposed  move 
was  one  which  the  late  administration, 
despite  the  Liberal  accusations  against 
It,  of  government  by  order-ln-councll, 
had  never  attempted  to  make. 

Hon.  Mr.  PattuUo  admitted  that  per- 
haps the  bill  might  be  better  for  amend- 
ments and  he  had  nothing  to  say  to  the 
assertion  of  the  member  for  Fort 
George  that  whatever  may  have  been 
in  the  mind  of  the  Minister  the  fact 
was  that  the  bill  as  drafted  contained 
"a  Joker." 

In  view  of  the  complaints  of  Mr. 
Ross  the  measure  was  laid  over. 

Mr.  Kosb  stated  that  at  first  he  had 
not  thought  the  amendments  proposed 
were  of  much  Importance  as  the  Min- 
ister of  Lands  had  stated  their  object 
was  to  make  it  clear  that  the  Lleuten-

B.   C    Packers   AMwelatlon   Gets   Reedy  for 

Output    of    840,000    Cases— Profits 

Decreased   last    Year 

The  annual  report  of  the  British  Co- 
lumbia Packers'  Association  shows  a  de- 
crease in  net  profits  of  $199,839.  The 
net  profits  were  $267,808,  as  compared 
with  $457,747  for  1915.  The  run  of 
sockeye  salmon  was  light  last  season, 
especially  on  the  Fraser  River,  and  the 
scarcity  of  tonnage  was  a  factor  in  re- 
tarding business.  While  the  year's  pack 
amounted  to  only  193,946  cases  of 
canned  salmon,  exclusive  of  fresh, 
frozen  and  mild-cured  products,  the 
company  Is  preparing  for  an  output  of 
340,000   cases    for   the   current    year.

make  reserves.  But  an  examination  of 
the  bill  indicated  that  it  proposed  to 
go  very  much  further.  The  first  point 
that  appeared  was  one,  he  thought,  that 
would  entitle  him  to  the  support  of  the 
sixth  member  for  Vancouver  (Mr.  J. 
W.  Cowper),  and,  perhaps,  of  that  of 
the  senior  member  (Dr.  Mcintosh).  He 
referred  to  the  platform  of  the  Liberal 
party  as  appearing  in  the  Vancouver 
Sun,  the  chief  Liberal  organ  to  the 
effect  that  It  has  been  a  fixed  principle 
of  the  Government  for  years  to  concen- 
trate power  In  Its  own  hands  by  order- 
ln-councll. 

Beyond  All  Precedent 

"If  ever  the  late  Government  offend- 
ed In  that  respect  It  has  never  gone  so 
far  as  the  present  Government  pro- 
poses to  go  In  this  bill  before  us,"  Mr. 
Ross  declared,  and  he  gave  a  brief  re- 
sume of  the  policy  of  the  late  Govern- 
ment In  that  respect.  Under  the  exist- 
ing regulations  the  principle  of  preserv- 
ing the  right  of  the  prospector  to  en- 
ter on  any  lands  of  the  Crown  had 
never  been  restricted.  In  no  clause  of 
the  Mineral  Act  was  the  right  given 
to  the  Lleutenant-Governor-ln-Councll 
or  anyone  else  to  Invade  those  rights. 
There  had  been  only  two  instances,  the 
member  for  Fort  George  stated,  on 
which  reserves  had  been  placed  upon 
mineral  lands  by  the  late  Government, 
one  on  the  Strathcona  Park  lands  and 
the  other  on  the  Connaught  tunnel. 
Since  1883  when  the  right  was  first 
given  to  prospect  over  Crown  lands 
for  coal,  there  had  been  no  power  to 
anyone  to  create  a  reserve.  The  late 
Government  had  never  Invaded  the 
rights  of  the  prospector.  It  was  quite 
true  reserves  had  been  created  covering 
coal  lands  under  and  by  virtue  of  the 
Land  Act,  the  effect  having  been  to 
.  withdraw  the  right  to  prospect  for  the 
time  being  to  permit  of  surveying  and 
other  necessary  undertakings  and  then 
the   reserve  was   withdrawn. 

In  1915,  In  order  to  create  a  power 
to  lift  those  reserves,  authority  waa 
given  to  the  Lleutenant-Governor-ln- 
Council  to  act.  In  the  amending  bill 
before  the  House  the  Lleutenant-Gov- 
ernor-ln-Councll  might  reserve  any  and 
all  lands  as  against  the  prospector  for 
coal. 

Exceeeive  rowers 

"I  take  It,"  said  Mr.  Itoss,  "that  when 
the  Premier  issued  his  manifesto  to  the 
country  he  was  serious,  however.  In- 
sincere on  those  declarations  his  fol- 
lowers might  have  been.  Tho  bill  also 
gives  the  Lieutenant-Governor-ln-Coun- 
cll  the  right  to  specify  the  terms  and 
conditions  on  which  the  lands,  once  re- 
served, may  be  acquired.  I  maintain 
the  operation  of  the  bill  in  ita  entirety 
will  have  the  effect  of  abrogating  the 
existing  regulations;  the  system  cre- 
ated by  the  Legislature  Is  to  be  taken 
away  and  placed  entirely  in  the  hands 
of  the  Lieutenant-Governor-ln-Council. 
I  might  call  attention  to  another  plank 
of  the  Liberal  platform,  that  dealing 
with  the  coal  lands.  It  is  laid  down 
that  the  coal  areas  ought  not  to  be  sold 
but  merely  leased  by  the  Legislature. 
If  any  of  the  gentlemen  opposite  feel 
seriously  bound  by  those  platforms  I 
submit  they  ought  to  contrast  those 
principles  with  the  proposals  contained 
In  this  bill  brought  down  by  the  Min- 
ister of  Lands." 

Hon.  Mr.  PattuUo  opined  that  what 
happened  to  be  In  the  Liberal  platform 
did  not  appear  to  him  to  be  relevant. 
The  government,  he  said,  had  no  de- 
sire to  take  over  the  functions  of  the 
Legislature.  Personally  he  was  not 
wedded  to  the  wording  of  the  bill  which. 
It  was  the  idea  of  the  Government, 
should  permit  of  such  reservations  as 
might  be  deemed  necessary  In  tho  pub- 
lic   Interests. 

"It  goes  very  much  further  than 
that,"  stated  Mr.  Ross.  "Perhaps  In  the 
drafting  there  was  placed  in  It  a 
'Joker*  unknown  to  the  minister.  Cer- 
tainly that  Joker  Is  there.  If  the  Gov- 
ernment  Intends  to  smend  the  act  or 
to  Inaugurate  a  new  policy  of  handling 
these  lands  It  should  do  it  by  bringing 
down  a  substantive  bill.  But  appar- 
ently the  Government  proposes  to  change 
the  whole  policy." 

The  debate  waa  adjourned  after  Mr. 
Ross  made  It  clear  that  ha  reserved 
the  right  to  again  discuss  It  on  the 
second  reading,  a  right  which  the  Pre- 
mier wss  willing  to  concede. 


drug  habit,  but  It  seemed  to  him  It 
did  not  go  far  to  that  end  by  merely 
confining  the  system  of  reporting  to  the 
wholesalers  and  manufacturers  and  Job- 
bers. He  suggested  that  the  amend- 
ment should  be  broadened  to  Include  the 
retail  druggists. 

Attorney-General  Macdonald  explained 
that  the  Opium  and  Drug  Act  of  Can- 
ada contained  practically  the  same  pre- 
ventive measures  respecting  habit-form- 
lng  drugs  as  the  leader  of  the  Opposi- 
tion proposed.  Under  that  act  a  re- 
taller  could  only  sell  to  qualified  phy- 
sicians, veterinary  surgeons  and  certain 
other  persons,  and  it  was  not  open  to 
them  to  sell  Indiscriminately  to  the  pub- 
lic and  if  they  did  so  penalties  were 
provided.  The  amendment  sought  to 
make  It  possible  to  ascertain  from  the 
reports  what  retailers,  If  any.  were  sc- 
ouring an  excessive  quantity  of  habit- 
forming  drugs.  The  bill  would  not,  he 
believed,  eliminate  the  trade  In  such 
drugs  but  would  go  a  long  way  towards 
restricting  it.  It  would  not,  for  In- 
stance, prevent  a  person  sending  to  an- 
other province  and  securing  drugs  of 
that  class. 

Dr.  Mcintosh,  Vancouver,  believed  the 
Idea  of  the  amendment  was  to  enable 
the  authorities  to  control  the  sale  of 
habit-forming  drugs.  By  the  reports 
the  police  would  know  whether  some 
dealers  are  getting  more  of  the  drugs 
than  was  necessary.  The  police  auth- 
orities of  Vancouver  had  aaked  for  the 
amendment.  Of  course  some  drug  fiends 
would  get  their  supply  no  matter  what 
steps  were  taken  to  prevent  them,  but 
the  wholesalers  In  British  Columbia 
were  not.  he  believed,  desirous  of  tak- 
ing advantage  of  any  such   trade!

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Hon.  John  Oliver  submitted  an  amend- 
ment to  the  bill  to  provide  for  elimin- 
ating tho  necessity  of  dealers  securing 
the  licence  required  under  the  existing 
act  to  permit  them  to  sell  certain  pois- 
ons used  by  the  horticulturists  In  com- 
batting pests,  tiuch  small  quantities  of 
certain  poisons  were  used  that  It  was 
not  worth  while  to  the  dealer  to  secure 
a  licence  which  must  be  secured  upon 
approval  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  R.  H.  Pooley, 
Esqulmalt,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
allowed  his  amendment  to  stand  over, 
Mr.  Pooley  pointing  out  that  proper  no- 
tice thereof  had  not  been  given. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  smilingly  remarked 
that  he  felt  in  an  amiable  mood  and 
he  recognized  the  merit  of  the  objec- 
tion  by    the    member   for   Esqulmalt. 

Consideration  of  the  amendments  to 
the  Railway  Act,  the  measure  which 
was  so  productive  of  spirited  debate 
last  week  wheu  it  was  first  introduced 
and  against  which  the  Opposition  made 
strenuous  objection  on  the  ground  that 
the  amendment,  as  drafted,  placed  prac- 
tically absolute  powers  in  the  hands  of 
the  Minister  of  Railways  in  respect  of 
railways  of  the  Province,  received  an 
unexpected  interruption  when  Mr. 
Fisher,  Fernle,  stated  he  desired  to  sub- 
mit an  amendment.  As  due  notice  of 
this  chsnge  had  not  been  given  in  the 
proper  way  the  bill  of  the  Minister  of 
Railways  had  to  stand  over.

Mr.  Kuertes  thinks 
the  prong  horned  antelope,  the  wood- 
cock and  the  wood  duck  of  Which  very 
few  are  left. 

Animals  and  birds  that  live  In  the 
open  have  small  chance  of  survival  un- 
less measures  are  taken  to  protect 
them.  Among  these  are  education,  the 
support  and  enforcement  of  the  migra- 
tory bird-law,  the  establishment  of  bird 
and  game  refuges  and  the  creation  of 
a  publlo  opinion  to  back  up  the  pro- 
tective measures  on   the  statute  books. 

In  Canada,  there  are  still  vast  num- 
bers of  the  wild  creatures  who  are  In 
one  way  or  other  of  service  to  man.  In 
our  own  province  there  are  many 
places  that  might  serve  as  sanctuaries. 

There  is,  among  farmers  and  fruit 
growers  great  difference  of  opinion  as 
to  their  friends  and  enemies  among  the 
birds.  It  Is  here  that  education  is 
most  needed.  If  all  country  boys  and 
girls  learned  the  truth  about  the 
benefit  the  different  species  confer  or 
the  mischief  they  are  guilty  of  there 
would  be  less  wanton  destruction  of 
bird  life.  In  this  matter  the  schools 
can  be  of  great  service. 

Naturalists  are  agreed  that  the  birds 
are  the   greatest  destroyers  of   the   in- 


sects that,  If  left  unchecked,  would 
ruin  not  only  '  orchards  but  farms. 
These  men  have  given  their  lives  to 
the  study  snd  without  proof  their 
statements  should  not  be  questioned.

twenty,  and  in  this  great  saving  the 
consumer  and  producer  both  benefited. 
It  was  a  fact  that  this  co-operation  was 
one  of  the  most  effective  means  of 
keeping  down  the  high  cost  of  living. 
He  Instanced  the  case  of  the  demoraliza- 
tion in  the  egg  market  last  Spring 
through  excessive  supplies,  resulting  In 
the  poultry  men  selling  their  etock,  and 
later,  when  the  demand  increased  for 
the  article,  tbe  holders  who  bought  at 
lowest  prices  stored  the  products  and 
made  enormous  profits,  but  the  producer 
and  consumer  were  losers.

export  of  potatoea  to  the  United  States 
had  brought  $1,000,000  Into  the  Province 
and  to  have  prevented  the  shipments 
would  have  been  a  serious  thing  for  tho 
growers. 

MA  Barrow  believed  this  was  tbe  time 
when  the  Government  should  utilise 
the  credit  of  the  Province  in  raising 
funds  for  development  purposes,  and 
with  the  placing  of  the  Industries  on  a 
sound  basis  there  would  be  no  lack  of 
employment  for  tho  returned  soldier. 

Mr.  Frank  H.  Mobley  (Atlln)  believed 
a  great  deal  had  been  said,  and  more 
might  be  said,  of  tbe  illimitable  re- 
sources of  the  province. 

Mr.  Mobley  disclaimed  any  Intention 
of  becoming  an  advertising  medium, 
even  for  the  northern  country,  but  he 
did  think  the  floor  of  the  House  was 
the  proper  medium  through  which  to 
make  members  for  other  constituencies 
familiar  with  all  other  parts  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia.  It  might  be  thought  by 
some  that  Atlln  existed  In  name  only, 
but  he  could  show  them,  as  he  believed, 
one  of  the  first  and  foremost  of  all 
districts  of  this  province  once  It  was 
placed  in  its  right  rating.  The  member 
for  Fort  George,  (Mr.  Ross)  had  spoken

He  had  only  to  quote  that  report  to 
show  them  that  the  Atlln  district  pro- 
duced in  1016,  25, 000.000  pounds  of  cop- 
per, forty  per  cent  of  the  total  output 
of  this  province.  In  addition  to  this 
there  were  prospects  of  very  much 
more,  and  all  through  the  district  there 
were  prospects  which  promised  very 
large  returns.  There  were  also  proper- 
ties which,  aa  yet,  were  undeveloped 
and  could  not  therefore  be  considered 
in  any  category  of  available  mineral 
wealth,  but  which  might  on  proper  de- 
velopment disclose  themselves  as  pro- 
ducing  properties.^* 

The  member  from  Atlln  went  on  to 
aay  that  while  as  the  second  member 
for  Victoria,  Mr.  Bell,  had  said,  the 
scenery  of  the  capital  city  was  a  great 
asset,  he  had  probably  not  been  cog- 
nizant of  the  wonderful  reaches  of 
scenery  by  sea  and  land,  in  the  air  and 
in  the  atmospheric  effects  produced  by 
the  assemblage  In  one  contrasted  pic-

Mr.  Mobley  slso  pointed  out  that 
while  tbe  northern  part  of  hia  conatl- 
tuency  wee  much  retarded  in  tho  way 
of  access  thua  forclag  large  areas  to 
remain  unproductive,  be  was  glad  to 
see  that  the  government  was  proposing 
to  grant  relief  under  the  Mineral  Act. 
In  permitting  access  to  proved  mineral 
chUms,  and  he  waa  looking  forward 
with  much  pleasure  to  successful  re- 
sults accruing  from  those  able  efforts 
of    tbe   new   Minister   of   Mines. 

In  closing  Mr.  Moberly  aald  that 
while  Atlin  would  ever  exist  In  name. 
In  area  and  production  and  in  repre- 
sentation, and  while  it  might  now  be 
one  of  the  most  Inconsiderable  sections 
of  the  Province,  he  predicted  that  the 
day  was  coming  when  Its  mineral  re- 
sources alone  would  place  It  in  the 
forefront  of  the  producing  portions  of 
tho    province. 

Mr.  \V.  D.  Wlllaon,  Liberal  member 
for  Rosslaad,  pleaded  strongly  for  en- 
couragement Of  the  prospector  if  it 
were  desired  that  the  mining  Indus- 
try ahould  be  developed  as  Its  import- 
ance warranted.  There  was  need  of 
some  system  of  free  assays  for  the 
prospector,  laboratory  tests  to  demon- 
strate the  best  methods  of  treating 
ores,  and  improved  smelting  facilities. 
Not  alone  the  mining  Industry,  but 
also  agriculture  would  benefit  by  intel- 
ligent effort  to  assist  the  former.  With 
the  prosperity  of  the  miner  tho  agri- 
culturist   will   benefit.

The  work  of  taring  away  the  large 
plant  used  by  Sir  John  Jackson,  Lim- 
ited, la  too  «©n*truction  of  tbe  Ogden 
Point  breekwa4ef  vm  computed  yes- 
terday and  ovory  appliance  that  could 
possibly  b«  needed  for  public  work  is 
now  to  be  seen  stacked  up  neatly  in 
tbe  large  area  which  baa  been  sur- 
rounded by  a  fence. 

The  enclosed  area  covers  about  8,600 
cubic  yards  of  ground  and  la  entirely 
taken  up  by  the  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  pounds  of  machinery  and  material 
owned  by  the  British  company.  When 
It  Is  considered  that  the  last  block  of 
concrete  in  tbe  superstructure  of  the 
breakwater  was  laid  on  January  12,  It 
can  readily  be  seen  with  What  expedi- 
tion the  big  tusk  of  pulling  down  bulld- 
Inga,  tearing  up  railway*  and  cleaning 
off  the  foreahore  has  been  carried  out. 

Under  the  able  direction  of  Mr.  Win. 
Knlcht,  superintendent  for  Sir  John 
Jackson,  Lad.,  the  ponderous  machinery 
has  been  taken  to  pieces,  repaired  and 
painted,  so  that  the  plant  looks  as  good 
as  new  and  Is  entirely  ready  in  every 
reapect  to  go  into  Immediate  operation 
If  it  la  required. 

Yesterday  the  men  were  engaged  in 
bringing  away  the  material  from  Al- 
bert Head  end  all  that  remains  there 
now  la  one  derrick  crane  and  the. power 
plant  together  with  a  few  bunkbouses. 
the  place  being  now  deserted  but  for 
the  preaence  of  one  man. 

All  of  the  company's  scows,  together 
with  two  •  derrick  oranes,  have  been 
taken  to  Lang's  Cove,  to  remain  there, 
by  permission  of  the  Admiralty,  until 
needed.  The  launch  J  and  the  divers- 
scows  have  been  hauled  out  at  the  Jetty

Victorians  who  read  tbe  story  eeprlnt- 
ed  in  The  Colonist  %  few  days  ago.  nar- 
rating; tbe  adventure  of  Robert  Kergus- 
son  and  bts  two  companions  on  the  ship 
Vigilant  after  It  had  been  abandoned 
by  the  rest  of  the  crew  during  a  storm 
in  the  Atlantic,  will  feel  a  thrill  of 
pride  In  knowing  that  Fergusson  may  to 
some  extent  be  claimed  sa  a  local  man. 

His  mother  Was  a  resident  of  Vic- 
toria for  about  seven  years,  her  home 
being  or  North  Park  Street,  but  at  pres- 
ent she  Is  on  a  visit  to  Scotland*  She 
Intends  to  return  to  Victoria  shortly. 
Two  sisters,  Mrs.  Turner,  who  la  house- 
keeper at  the  Columbia  Rooms,  and  Mrs. 
Hutchison,  who  lives  at  8S«  Esqulmalt 
Road,  had  also  been  In  the  city  for  some 
time,  while  a  brother,  Andrew  Fergus- 
son,  lives  at  829  Johnson  Street,  and  la 
employed  on  the  C.  P.  R.  steamers.  AH 
of  them  are  naturally  proud  of  the  gal- 
lant sailor's  achievement,  but  modestly 
kept  the  fact,  of  their  t relationship  to 
him  to  themaelvea,  and  it  remained  for 
their  friends  to  tell  that  be  was  a  mem- 
ber of  a  Victoria  family. 

As  atated  in'  the.  published  account. 
Fergusson  left  New  York  on  October

tons,  and  when  a  few  miles  off  the 
coaat  the  storm' became  so  furious  that 
the  captain  ordered  the  S.  O.  S.  signal 
to  be  sent  -out.  After  anxious  waiting, 
the  Holland-American  liner  Rynland 
came  to  the  rescue  of  the  little  steamer 
and  the  order  for  abandonment  was 
given. 

Stayed  With  the  Ship 

Fergusaon,  however,  did  not  like  tbe 
idea  of  leaving  the  ship,  and  protested. 
Two  others  finally  decided  to  remain 
with  him,  and  the  three  were  left  lq 
sole  control  of  the  steamer,  while  the 
captain  and  other  members  of  the  crew, 
dreaaed  In  their  beat  clothes,  with  life 
preaervers  on,  went  over  to  the  Rynland, 
while  the  hundreds  on  board  the  latter 
ship  cheered  the  little  band  remaining 
on  the  wave-laahed  decka  of  the  Vigil- 
ant. 

Until  the  Vigilant  finally  reaohed 
port.  Ferguason  and  his  two  com- 
tades  were  In  constant  peril  of  their 
lives,  but  they  stuck  manfully  to  their 
self-assigned  task,  Ferguason  being  on 
the  bridge  while  the  others  acted  as 
stoker  and  engineer,  respectively. 

The  story  was  outlined  in  the  Admir- 
alty Court,  where  it  was  said  that  Oc- 
tober 29.  when  the  Vigilant  was  being 
tossed  about  by  the  sea,  was  well 
known  aa  the  date  of  one  of  the  fierc- 
est gales  In  recent  times.  Counsel  for 
the  salvors  said  the  story  was  one 
which  ought  to  live  in  the  memory  of 
msrlnera  who  talked  about  suoh  things, 
and  discussed  deeds  of  daring  ut  sea. 
These  men  staked  their  Uvea,  all  they 
had  to  stake,  and  had  won  the  stakes 
they  played  for.  They  had  risked 
their  lives  to  make  a  substantial  sum  of 
salvage  money.  There  could  be  no  finer 
example  of  real  (salvage  service.  The 
ship  would  have  gone  to  certain  destruc- 
tion except. for  what  the  men  did.

One  argument  which  has  been  urged 
in  favor  of  an  increased  grant  is  that 
whereas  the  Government  would  be  quits 
willing  to  bonus  transportation  com- 
panies for  the  operation  of  a  line  of 
communication  to  a  settlement  of  say 
2,000  people  in  any  portion  of  the  main- 
land, a  community  situated  In  an  Iso- 
lated position,  such  as  the  laland  resi- 
dents are,  baa  all  the  more  reason  to 
be  granted  assistance  In  this  way. 

Over  200  members  of  the  Islands  com- 
munity have  left  for  tbe  front  and  have 
left  their  ranchea  In  tbe  care  of  others 
and  In  some  cases  men  have  gone  to 
fight  for  the  country,  leaving  their  pro- 
perty Just  as  It  stood,  and  it  la  felt 
thajr  it  would  be  a  sad  thing  if  tbe 
Islands  were  to  be  dropped  out  of  con- 
sideration while  they  are  away. 

Aa  fay  as  Sidney  Is  concerned  the 
people  feel  that  something  should  bo 
done  at  onoe  to  furniah  the  islands  with 
an  efficient  line  of  communication  in 
which  Sidney  should  be  included,  aa  it 
Is  felt  that  In  whatever  is  done  for  the 
Islands,  Sidney  should  necessarily  be 
Included  In  order  to  serve  the  best  In- 
terests of  all  oncerned. 

The  main  point,  therefore,  is  to  get 
the  increased  subsidy  which  will  per- 
mit of  the  C.  P.  R.  or  some  other  trans- 
portation company  operating  a  ateamer 
on  the  route  which  will  be  capable  of 
handling  the  trade  of  the  entire  dis- 
trict without  proving  a  loss  to  the 
owners.

He  was  at 
Guam  at  the  time  the  diplomatic  rela- 
tions between  the  United  etatea  and 
Germany  were  broken  off  and  witneased 
the  selxure  of  the  German  gunboat  Cor- 
morant, the  crew  of  which  were  taken 
ashore   under  guard. 

Shipbuilding  in  the  Orient  ia  going' 
ahead  at  a  great  rate,  acoording  to  the 
captain.  He  states  that  the  shipyards 
are  working  night  and  day  aad  they 
are  unable  to  accept  any  new  orders  as 
they  are  already  under  contract  to  build 
ships  which  will  keep  all  the  Japanese 
yards  steadily  engaged  for  the  next  two 
years. 

Mr.  T.  J.  ?.  Moran,  representing  the 
firm  of  Murphy  Brothera  &  Morayi,  man- 
ufacturer's agents  of  Portland,  Ore., 
returned  on  the  Yokohama  Maru  after 
looking  over  the  field  for  trade  in  the 
Far  East.  Mr.  Moran  waa  greatly  Im- 
pressed with  the  great  activity  in  busi- 
ness prevailing  throughout  the  Orient 
and  he  reports  that  there  will  be  a 
great  market  for  the  lumber  of  this 
.Coast  as  soon  as  ships  are  available  to 
carry  It.

MINING  INDUSTRY 


According  to  a  report  Just  issued 
by  Mr.  A.  C.  Flumerfelt,'  president,  a 
profit  of  $48,220  was  earned  from  the 
year's  operations  by  the  International 
Coal  &  Coke  Company,  Ltd.  The  sum 
of  $23,245  was  spent  on  repairs  and 
renewals  to  plant  end  equipment,  and 
$9,416  on  rock  fallr,  rock  tunnels,  ven- 
tilation and  other  extraordinary  items, 
also  $$,756  on  corl  lands,  development 
ond  plant.  To  provide  for  depletion 
and  depreciation.  $47,699  was  trans- 
ferred from  profl*.  and  loss  to  reserve, 
leaving  $70,581  Id  the  credit  of  profit 
and  loss  account,  an  dincreasing  the 
reserves  account  to  $616,753.  War  con- 
ditions interfered  with  labor,  making 
It  exceedingly  difficult  to  operate.  The 
company's  assets  are  shown  as  $4,183,- 
200. 

According  to  The  Wall  Street  Jour- 
nal there  is  some  dissension  among 
stockholders  of  the  International 
Nickel  Company  owing  to  the  policy 
of  the  management  in  keeping  the 
price  of  nickel  at  the  level  maintained 
before  the  war.  This  dissension  has 
taken  a  definite  form  which  will  in 
all  probability  come  to  the  surface 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders next  May.  The  management 
will  be  asked  to  raise  the  price  of 
nickel.  The  contract  price  of  nickel 
was  about  $5  cents  a  pound  before  the 
war.  Copper  was  13  cents  a  pound  at 
that  time.  The  contrsct  price  of  nickel 
In  still  35  cents  a  pound,  on  the  aver- 
age, while  copper  has  soared  to  80 
cents  a  pound,  it  Is  contended  by  the 
dissatisfied  stockholders  that  this  dif- 
ference Is  playing  to  the  disadvantage 
of  the  International  Nickel  Company, 
and  that  the  price  should  be  raiaed 
to   conform    with    economic    conditions. 

The  Nelson  NeWa  save  editorially: 
"Members  of  the  Legislature  from  the 
Interior  are  doing  good  work  In  em- 
phasising the  Importance  of  tbe  min- 
ing industry  and  the  benefits  which 
British  Columbia  can  gain  if  active 
measures  arc  taken  by  the  Government 
to  stimulate  it.  Agriculture  and  lum- 
ber should  both  be  the  subjects  of 
constructive  policies  by  the  Provincial 
Government,  no  matter  what  party 
happene  to  be  In  power,  but  of  the 
great  basic  Industries  there  la  perhaps 
none  which  will  as  readily  respond  to 
sound  methods  of  encouragement.

to  develop  the  great  industries  of  Bri- 
tish Columbia  should  be  along  broad 
lines,  without  timidity  or  miserly  re- 
fusal to  spend  money  which  Is  neces- 
sary for  the  attainment  of  the  pur- 
pose In  view."

RELIEF  WWM 

German  Submarines  Will  Not 
Disturb  Vessels  Carrying 
Goods  From  North  America 
to  Belgians. 


All  doubts  as  to  the  possibility  of  4s- 
Uverlng  sepplles  from  Canaem  far  the 
relief  or  Belgians  since  Oersaany's  dec- 
laration of  a  ruthless  warfare  on  all 
shipping  have  been  removed  sine*  the 
receipt  here  yesterday  by  Belgian  Cou- 
sul  W.  8.  Terry  of  word  to  lam  effect 
that  la  future  all  vessels  carrying  such 
shipments  will  he  undisturbed  by  enemy 
submarines,  provided  they  follow  a  cer- 
tain course. 

The  telegram,  dated  from  Montreal. 
reads: 

"Have  Just  received  official  news 
from  Commission  for  the  Belief  of  Bel- 
glum  that  German  authorities  have  now 
been  able  to  communlcat*  with  all  sub- 
marine commanders,  and  that  from  ltth 
fastest  the  commission  shipping  will 
be  positively  safeguarded  from  attack 
by  following  safs  lane  arranged.  Six 
of  the  commission's  steamers,  held  at 
Rotterdam  pending  completion  of  neeee- 
sary  preliminaries,  sailed  at  midnight 
with  Oermsn  safe  conduct  passes,  con- 
taining absolute  guarantee  against  sub- 
marine attack.'* 

Ths  message  came  from  If.  Hestor 
Prud  'Homme,  honorary  treasurer  of 
the  Belgian  Relief  In  Canada-  It  Is  to 
some  extent  explained  by  the  following 
letter,  received  yesterday,  although 
mailed  at  Montreal  laat  Saturday: 

"There  appears  In  todays  Montreal 
papers  an  article  stating  that  the  Bel- 
gian supplies  were  being  stored  In  Lon- 
don as  the  British  and  Oerman  Govern- 
ment* had  not  arrived  at  any  under- 
standing concerning  the  safs  ehipplg  of 
these  supplies. 

"We  do  not  know  whether  any  such 
news  appeared  In  your  papers,  but 
would  like  to  emphasise  the  point  that 
this  stoppage  In  ths  forwarding;  of  sup- 
piles  only  applies  to  those  aa  are  at 
present   in    British  •  ports,   and    that    en 


arrangement  has  been  made  and  Is  be- 
ing carried  out  ensuring  a  safe  lane 
from  North  American  ports  to  Rotter- 
dam. Thus,  aa  supplies  can  only  go 
forward  now  from  North  American 
porta  it  behoves,  more  than  ever,  all 
Canadians  to  do  their  best  for  ths  Bel- 
glen  fund." 

'  Reassured  by  this  news,  the  local 
committee  for  Belgian  Relief  wtU  bend 
every  energy  towards  Increasing  the 
city's  contribution  to  ths  fund.  A  meet- 
ing was  held  yesterday,  at  which  It  was 
decided  to  forward  $$00  on  to  Montreal, 
where  It  will  be  converted  into  supplies 
most  urgently  needed  by  tbe  Belgians. 
This  sum  represents  the  collection  since 
tbe  beginning  of  February. 

An  examination  of  tbe  contents  of  the 
Belgian  Relief  box  outside  *  Terry's 
drug  store  showed  that  no  less  than 
$98.8$  had  been  left  there  during  the 
past  week  or  so.  Among  the  donations 
was  ons  from  "A  Idttle  Victoria  Boy 
to  a  Little  Belgian."  It  amounted  to 
$1.06,  being  made  up  of  three  If  cent 
bills  and  three  10  cent  places,  probably 
representing  "pocket  money"  saved  for 
several  weeks. 

The  committee  hopes  to  be  benefited 
during  the  first  week  after  Baster  by  a 
lecture  on  the  early  history  of  Bolgtam 
by  Baroness  d'Ansthan.  When  given  In 
Japan  during  the  early  months  of  ths 
war,  the  lecture  was  instrumental  in 
getting  $48,000  for  the  Belgian  fund.

Of  th>  thousands  who  will  ho  wearing 
the,  shamrock  today,  and  of  the  hun- 
dreds who  win  keep  up  the  good  old  bad 
custom  of  drowning  It  it  la  safe  to  aay 
that  comparatively  few  will  be  aware 
that  the  little  modest  throe-leaved  plant  ' 
haa  quite  a  history  of  Its  own  and  a  not 
undistinguished   place   Is  literature. 

The  most  popular  aad  familiar  legend 
connecting  the  shamrock  with  St  Pat- 
rick la  recounted  la  the  second  edition 
of  the  "Musical  and  Poetical  Rellca  of 
the  Welsh  Bards."  by  Edward  Jongs. 
Bard  to  the  Prince  of  Wales,  publiahed 
Is  1104.  The  Saint  leaded  near  Wlck- 
low  sad  called  the  people  to  him  In  or- 
der that  he  might  expound  to  them  the 
doctrine  of  Christianity.  But  they  heard 
hie  words  doubtfully.  Then  St  Patrick 
plucked  a  trefoil  from  the  ground  and 
aald  to  them,  "la  It  not  aa  possible  for 
the  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Ghost,  aa 
for  these  three  leavea  thus  to  grow 
upon  a  single  a  talk?"  On  that  the  Irish 
were  Immediately  convinced  of  their  er- 
ror and  were  solemnly  baptised  by  St. 
Patrick.  There  is,  unfortunately,  no 
other  authority  for  thla  pretty  legend, 
which  does  not  occur  In  any  of  the 
many  Uvea  of  St  Patrick. 
Marly  Legends 

In  the  "Leabhar  Breac,"  a  fourteenth 
century  Iriah  M.S.,  there  la  a  reference 
to  ths  shamrock: 

"St  Sclnthln  waa  one  day  walking 
on  the  sea.  when  he  met  St.  Barra  of 
Cork,  who  waa  In  a  ahlp.  'Why  do  you 
walk  over  the  ace?'  asked  Barre.  'It  la 
not  the  sea,'  replied  Sclnthln,  'but  a 
plain,  flowery  and  covered  with  sham- 
rooka,'  and  ha  picked  up  a  bright  flower 
and  cast  it  to  Barre  In  the  ahlp,  and 
aald,  'Why  doea  a  ahlp  awlm  on .  the 
plain  r  Then  Barre  put  down  his  hand 
into  the  sea  and  took  a  salmon  out  of 
it  and  cast  It  to  Scinthin." 

Lobel.  the  Flemish  botanist,  who  net- 
tled in  London  In  1670,  In  hia  "Stlr- 
piura  Adversaria  Nova,"  dedicated  to 
Queen  Elisabeth.  Identifies  the  eham- 
rook  with  the  meadow  trefoil,  and  re- 
counts that  the  Iriah  freebootera  ate 
cakes  made  from  It  Whan  they  had 
eaten  as  much  aa  tbay  could  contain 
they  girt  their  belta  tightly  about  their 
waists  ao  aa  to  delay  digestion,  and 
by  thla  means  wore  enabled  to  go  with- 
out food  for  three  days.  This  la,  per- 
haps, the  earliest  record  of  tight-lacing, 
an  effect  perhaps  not  often  contem- 
plated or  intended  1n  these  modern  daya. 

Mr.  Nathaniel  Colgan,  tha  eminent 
Irish  archaeologist,  haa  been  at  much 
pains  to  trace  the  history  of  the  sham- 
rock both  In  Irish  and  English  litera- 
ture, and  from  him  we  learn  that  up  to 
1880  the  plant  waa  regarded  solely  aa  a 
useful  article  of  food,  not  as  a  religious 
emblem,  nor  as  a  badge  of  nationality. 

Edmond  Campion,  in  tils  "Historic 
of  Ireland,"  1671,  describing  the  man- 
nera  and  customs  of  the  Irish,  for  the. 
first  time  gives  the  plant  Its  modern 
English  name.  "Shamroks,  water 
cresses,  and  other  herbes  they  feed 
upon;  oatmele  and  butter  they  cram  mo 
together." 

John  Derrlcke,  In  his  "Image  of  Ire- 
land, with  a  Diecoverie  of  Wood 
Kearne,"  a  rhmylng  account  of  the  wild 
Irish,  1678,  thus  unburdens  his  soul  on 
the  wood-kernes:  "For  in  verle  troth 
my  harte  abhorreth  their  dealynges  and 
my  aoul  doaeth  detente  their  'wllde 
shamroche  manners."  Mr.  Colgan  sug- 
gests that  Derrlcke's  detestation  of  the 
"wild  shamroche  manners"  waa  due  to 
the  natural  contempt  which  the  well- 
fed  Englishman  would  feel  for  those 
who  subsisted  on  scanty  fares. 

The  best  known  of  the  older  refer- 
ences to  the  shamrock  la  In  Edmund 
Spenser's  "View  of  the  Present  State 
of  Ireland,"  where  Irenaeua  is  made  to 
say  of  the  lamentable  plight  to  which 
the  Irish  were  brought  In  "the  late 
warres   in   Mounster": 

"Era  one  yeare  and  a  halfe  they  wero 
brought  to  such  wretchedness  as  that 
any  stonye  harte  would  have  rued  the 
same.  Out  of  every  corner  of  the  wBodB 
and  gllnnes  they  came  creeping  foortho 
upon  their  handes,  for  thyr  legges  could 
not  bears  them;  they  looked  like  anato- 
myea  of  death,  they  spake  like  ghostes 
crying  out  of  thyr  graves;  they  did  eat 
of  the  dead  carrions  .  .  .  and  yf  they 
founde  a  plotte  of  water  cresses  or 
sham-rokes  there  they  flocked  as  to  a 
feast  for  the  time." 

George  Wither,  In  his  eighth  satire  on 
Covetousness,  refers  with  approval  to 
the  simple  diet  of  the  Irish,  and  again 
In  his  satire  on  Vanity.  The  first  ref- 
erence which  we  have  to  the  custom  of 
"drowning  the  shamrock"  occurs,  pace 
Mr.  Colgan,  In  the  "Workea"  of  John 
Taylor,  the  Water  Poet. 

Ma  Metloaal  C lalms 

In  1888  the  Earl  of  Antrim  proposed 
to  raise  an  Irish  army  of  8,000  men  for 
the  tnvaaion  of  Scotland.  When  asked 
by  Strafford  how  he  proposed  to  victual 
this  army,  when  Argyle  had  drawn  all 
the  cattle  and  corn  into  his  castles,  he 
replied  that  they  would  feed  their  horses 
on  leaves  of  trees  and  themselves  on 
shamrocks.  Dr.  Henry  Mundsy,  of  Ox- 
ford, a  noted  vegetarian,  attributed  the 
Iriah  vigor  and  fleetness  of  foot  to  their 
shamrock  diet 

According  to  Mr.  ColgSn.  the  first  ref- 
erence to  the  shamrock  as  a  national 
badge  appears  In  the  "Journal"  of 
Thomas  Dimly  about  1381.  Dimly  was 
an  Engllah  gentleman  who  travelled  in 
Ireland  during  the  reign  of  Charles  II.: 

"The  17th  day  of  March  yerely."  he 
writes.  "Is  St  Patrick's,  an  Immoveable 
feast  When  ye  Irish  of  all  stations  and 
condsclona  were  crossea*  in  their  hate, 
some  of  pins,  some  of 'green  ribbon,  and 
the  vulgar  auperatltloualy  were  sham- 
rogea.  2-leaved  grass,  which  they  like- 
wise eat  (tbey  aay)  to  cause  a  aweet 
breath.  Tha  common  people  and  ser- 
vants also  demand  their  Patrick's  groat 
of  their  masters,  which  they  goe  ex- 
pressly to  town,  through  half  a  dozen 
miles  off,  to  epgnd,  where  aome times  It 
amounts  to  a  piece  of  8  or  cobb  a 
piece,  and  very  few  of  the  sealoua  are 
found  sober  at  night" 

The  modern  expression,  *'fjR*rPatrick'a 
pot  on  you,"  is  evidently  the  result  of  a 
confusion  with  "Patrick's  groat"  the 
latter  word  being  usually  pronounced 
"grot"  In  Ireland.  Patrick's  Crosaea  are 
now  worn  only  by  children,  bunches  of 
shamrock  having  generally  taken  their 
pises. 

In  1380  the  shamrock  had  become 
firmly  established  aa  the  emblem  of  Ire- 
land. In  the  "Iriah  Hudlbras."  a  satire 
oa  tha  Irish  la  the  form  of  a  travesty 
of  the  Sixth  Book  of  the  "Aenetd."  by 
James  Far •  wall.  Ireland  la  referred  to 
as  Snamrogahlra,  and  when  Nees 
(Aeneaa)    visits    Sfaele    (the   Sibyl)    she 


"Within  a  wood  near  to  thla  place 
There  grows  a  Bunch  of  Three-leav'd 


Called  by  the  Boglsiiders,  Shasarogoeg, 
A  Present  for  the  Queen  of  Bhoguee." 

The  ahamroekCladeed.  takes  the  place 
of  the  "aureus  ramus**  of  Aeneaa. 

Os   March    17,    1T12,   Swift    writes    O 


Stella:  "The  Iriah  folk  were  disappoint- 
ed that  the  Parliament  did  not  meet  to- 
day because  it  waa  St  Patrick's  Day. 
and  the  Mall  was  so  full  of  crosses  that 
I  thought  all  the  world  waa  Iriah."  No 
doubt  If  the  Dean  wero  la  London  today 
he  would  think  the  name  thing,  although 
ha  would  sec  no  crosses. 

In  1772  the  shamrock  had  ceased  to 
be  used  aa  a  food,  lta  place  having  been 
taken,  according  to  John  Rutty,  a  Dub- 
lin physician,  by  "Ireland's  lasy  root," 
the  potato.  The  shamrock  was  also 
used  aa  a  simple  medicine,  aad  waa  aald 
to  cure  lumbago,  whilst  a  decoction  of 
It  with  other  herbs  waa  prescribed  for 
tha  liver  complaint. 

look  at?  the  T osr-LwiTtd" 

Aa  early  aa  the  reign  of  Henry  IV. 
trefoils  appear  aa  Mint  marks  on  the 
groats  of  his  "light  money,"  and  fn  the 
coinage  of  Henry  VI.  the  trefoil  appears 
together  with  the  rose.  The  coins  mint- 
ed by  the  Nuncio.  Cardinal  Klnuccinl,  in 
Kilkenny,  for  the^Confederates  bora  the 
representation  of  St  Patrick,  with  mi- 
tre and  crosier,  displaying  a  trefoil  to 
the  people.  The  coins  struck  by  Sara- 
fleld,  during  the  aiage  of  Limerick,  from 
the  brass  money  of  James  IL,  repre- 
sented Erin  seated  and  holding  in  bar 
hand  tha  trefoil.  In  tha  reign  of  George 
IV.  the  size  of  the  shamrocks  on  the 
half-crowna  and  shillings  was  much  In- 
creased. Judging  from  the  evidence  of 
the  coinage,  the  shamrock  legend  ahould 
date  not  later  than  the  latter  part  of 
the  fourteenth  century.  , 

Most  people  are  familiar  with  the  at- 
tribution of  good  luck  to  the  finder  of  a 
four-leaved  shamrock,  which  la  by  no 
means  a  modern  legend.  In  Melton's 
"Astrologaater"  we  And  thla  quality  re- 
ferred to.  "If  a  man  walking  in  the 
fields  finds  any  four-leaved  grass  he 
shall  In  a  short  time  after  find  some 
good  thing." 

Herrick  knew  of  this  "lucky  four- 
leaved  grass"  and  sang  of  It  in  his 
"Hesperides."  and  later  Samuel  Lover 
promised  perfect  Mice  to  the  finder  of 
It  It  might  be  Juat  as  well,  therefore, 
for  the  wearer  of  the  shamrock  today 
to  search  the  bunch  for  a  atom  bearing 
not  three  but  four  petala,  In  tha  hope 
that  thereafter  he  may  find  "some  good 
thing."

IRON  AND  STEEL 


At  the  first  ssaslen  at  Vancouver  of 
the  twenty-fourth  general  meeting  ot 
the  Western  branch  of  the  Canadian 
Mining  lnaUute.  Mr.  R,  R.  Hedley. 
M.E.,  spoke  on  the  Iron  aad  steel  In- 
dustry. He  said  that  It  might  be  stat- 
ed that  there  waa  practically  no  such 
Industry  here,  for  the  reason  that  the 
Iron  and  steel  plants  are  depending  al- 
most entirely  for  their  aupply  on  scrap 
Iron. 

It  had  been  stated.  Mr.  Hedley  said, 
that  coal  la  too  costly  to  use  In  making 
coke  and  that  there  are  no  hematite 
orea  available  to « mix  with  magnetite 
ores  of  the  Coast.  It  had  been  aald 
that  there  waa  no  market  for  Iron  or 
ateel  provided,  even  If  It  was  produced 
here,  but  the  apeaker  characterised 
these  statements  aa  rank  peaalmtsm. 
The  market  la  naturally  small  now,  bo- 
cause  the  product  la  not  being  turned 
out,  he  aald.  The  market  could  be  eas- 
ily Inoreased  and  extended,  bowaver. 
provided  the  ateel  and  Iron  industry 
waa  establlahad  here  to  turn  out  the 
product 

Mr.  Hedley  contended  that  there  Is 
bound  to  be  a  groat  demand  after  the 
war  for  ateel  and  Iron  for  shipbuilding 
purposes.  With  Australia,  Japan  and 
New  Zealand  building  ateel  ships,  Bri- 
tish Columbia  Is  commencing  to  de- 
velop alao  and  Mr.  Hedley  expressed 
the  opinion  that  there  waa  no  doubt 
that  a  profitable  market  could  be  de- 
veloped in  thla  Province  which  would 
absorb  all  the  iron  and  steel  which 
could  be  turned  out..  The  available 
tonnage  of  ships  for  the  first  year 
following  the  war  would  be  abort  but 
within  a  year  after  It  closes  there  will 
be  plenty  of  vessels  to  handle  all  tha 
material  that  will  be  demanded  by 
countries  across  the  Pacific,  Mr.  Hed- 
ley stated.  He  urged  British  Colum- 
bia to  prepare  to  handle  thla  large 
new  trade.

Co-operation  was  the  remedy  for  the 
evils  that  Canada  might  be  suffering 
from,  offered  by  Mr..  H.  W.  Wood.' 
president  of  the  United  Farmers  of  Al- 
berta, in  an  address  to  the  Canada  Ian 
Club  at  Montreal  a  few  days  ago.  on 
"The  Western  Farmers'  Organisation 
and  Their  Viewpoint."  Mr.  Wood  did 
not  undertake  to  teach  the  people  of 
thA  Beat  how  to  run  things,  but  told  a 
little  of  what  the  Western  fanners  were 
doing,  and  preached  the  gospel  of  co- 
operation as  the  future  salvation  of 
Canada.  He  especially  urged  that  there 
should  be  more  co-operation  between 
the  great  producing-  agricultural  classes 
— which  to  a  large  extent  meant  more 
co-operation  between  the  West  and  the 
East. 

Mr.  Wood  said  that  as  a  farmer  from 
the  West,  who  bad  been  a  farmer  all 
his  life,  he  had  come  to  discuss  some  of 
the  problems  that  were  absolutely  vital 
to  the  future  existence  of  Canada  He 
traced  the  growth  of  communistic  work 
from  the  beginning,  when  everything 
was  Individualistic  to  the  barbaric  sys- 
tem of  competition  that  followed.  This 
had  been  succeeded  during  the  past  few 
years  by  the  more  modern  system  of 
co-operation. 

This  co-operative  effort  had  been  very 
difficult  with  Western  farmers,  owing 
to  the  comparative  isolation  and  the  in- 
dividualistic nature  of  their  work.  Dur- 
ing the  past  ten  years,  however,  the  ne- 
cessity for  organisation  had  become 
more  apparent,  and  the  farmers  had  co- 
operated to  defend  their  own  interests. 
This  movement  had  been  especially 
marked  In  Alberta,  where  each  annual 
meeting  had  shown  great  progress, 

.The  lesson  of  co-operation  came  first, 
said  Mr.  Wood,  from  military  neces- 
sities. From  the  original  individual 
efforts  men  banded  together  Into 
tribes  and  then  into  nations  for  de- 
r  fence  and  aggression.  This  had  grown 
by  degrees  until  today  the  movement 
was  international,  and  the  present 
war  showed  one  group .  of  nations  ar- 
rayed against  another  group  In  a  gen- 
eral battle  for  existence. 

War  cannot  Solve  »roM*m* 
"When  this  war  is  over  and  won,"  he 
said,  "our  problems  will  not  have 
been  solved.  But  if  w*  shall  have 
proved  that  the  great  problems  of  hu- 
manity cannot  be  solved  by  war  we 
shall  have  achieved  something,  and 
the  war  will  have  made  Its  tedious 
bloody  progress  to  something  higher. 
I  believe  that  International  militarism 
is  going  to  give  way  to  a  nobler  In- 
ternational co-operation  for  a  settling 
of  international  relationships  by  treaty 
and   not  by  conflict." 

Generally  speaking  he  divided  the 
people  of  Canada  Into  the  far- 
mers, the  producers  who  sold,  and 
the  rest  of  the  people  who  bought,  with 
an  absolute  conflict  of  Interests  all 
along  the  line.  The  problem  was  whe- 
ther classes  were  to  organize  and  tight

Th*  remedy  for  this,  ho  considered:, 
was  co-operation  and  a  spirit  Of  un- 
selfishness, which  waa  the  spirit  of 
civilization  Itself.  He  believed  th*  ma- 
pority  of  people  wanted  all  differences 
settled  by  the  law  of  right,  and  that 
th*  Canadian  people  did  not  want  war 
of  any  kind. 

Thla  spirit  of  toleration  was  one  of 
the  most  notable  developments  of  the 
Western  tfarroers*  organisations  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years,  and  he  be- 
lieved It  would  grow,  with  a  continual 
appreciation  of  the  necessity  or  recog- 
nlalnr  what  was  right  and  best  for 
national  rather  |than  Iclass  develop- 
ment. t 

This,  he  hoped,  would  lead  to  a 
closer  co-operation  between  East  and 
West  In  Canada,  each  of  which  needed 
the  other. 

"As  a  representative  of  the  farmers 
of  Alberta,"  concluded  Mr.  Wood,  "the 
message  I  bring  to  you  today  Is  that 
the  spirit  of  labor  for  national  ad- 
vancement we  are  developing  is  a 
spirit  of  co-operation  of  all  classes 
and  Interests  In  Canada  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  a  common  civilization. 
We  want  you  In  the  East  to  co-operate 
with  us,  advise  us  and  instruct  us. 
lend  your  strength  to  ours  so  that 
East  and  West  may  work  together  to 
raise  this  Dominion  to  a  higher  level 
of   civilisation."

"After  victory  Is  gained  by  the  na- 
tion the  efforts  of  Russia  will  have  to 
be  directed  to  getting  rid  of  the  Ger- 
mans and  establishing  a  free  and  In- 
dependent Poland,  united  as  it  is  in  the 
army,  and  has  been  for  the  last  two  and 
a  half  years,  the  Russian  nation  will 
win  the  war  and  help  the  Germans,  I 
hope,  to  free  themselves  from  the  Ho- 
henzollern   yoke."

Lieutenant-General  Sir  Francis  Lloyd, 
commanding  the  London  District,  paid  a 
visit  to  the  3rd  London  General  Hospital 
recently,  when  he  decorated  two  New- 
foundlers,  Privates  O.  Goodland  and  Ser- 
geant J.  J.  Morrlsey.  with  the  Military 
Medal. 

"Newfoundland  Is  a  comparatively 
small  country  of  240.000  inhabitants." 
said  Sir  Francis  Lloyd,  "but  she  has  sent 
a  quota  to  the  army  equal  to  any  part 
of  the  Empire,  whether  It  be  the  Mother- 
land or  any  other  of  the  great  domin- 
ions. 

"We  have  come  more  than  ever  to  pull 
ourselves  together  to  end  this  struggle. 
pnd  to  end  It  as  quickly  as  we  possibly 
can.  The  sacrifices  that  have  been  made 
will  continue  in  an  ascending  scale,  and 
will  have  to  be  greater  in  the  future. 
We  must  therefore  put  a  period  to  them 
as  quickly  as  ever  we  can.  The  German 
has  proved  himself  beyond  the  pale  of 
humanity,  and  today  has  gone  further 
than  he  has  ever  done  before. 

"We  must  make  It  an  absolute  cer- 
tainty that  never  again  can  the  German 
put  himself  up  against  the  world  of 
civilization  and  try  to  Inflict  a  brutal 
militarism  on  peoples  all  over  the  globe. 
I  think  that  If  we  band  ourselves  to- 
gether and  co-operate  as  we  are  doing, 
and  as  things  are  shaping  now,  a  period 
must  come  to  this  war,  and  the  loss  of 
life  and  terrible  wounds  will  be  pat  to 
an  end  in  a  glorious  triumph  over  an 
enemy  whose  reign  has  been  beneath 
contempt." 

A  telegram  was  read  from  the  Gover- 
nor of  Newfoundland.  Sir  Walter  David- 
son, and  the  Premier.  Sir  Edward  Morris, 
expressing  the  gratitude  of  the  Govern- 
ment and  people  of  Newfoundland  for 
the  honor  conferred  on  the  two  soldiers, 
who  showed  and  represented  the  old 
fighting  strain  In  th*  loyal  sad  ancient 
colony.
